Viareggio, Italy, Sept. 1901. 

The interesting event of the launch of the new U. S 
torpedo boat Wilkes was marked by a dual celebration in 
the Old World and the new. At the same moment that 
the latest torpedo boat built by the Gas Engine and 
ower Co. (Charles L. Seabury & Co.), and bearing the 
name of one of America’s honored Admirals, sped out on 
her maiden trial amid an admiring crowd of well-wishers, 
the widow and daughter of Admiral Wilkes (unavoidably 
prevented from assisting at the home ceremony) cele- 
brated this memorable occasion in their family history 
not, as they would have wished, by their native Atlantic 
surges, but by the shores of the Mediterranean. The 
widow of the late Admiral—the only lady now surviving 
who was a wife of any of the Admirals of the Civil War 
—has been, on account of delicate health, for some vears 
resident in Florence, Italy, with her daughter. The 
proud duty of christening in person the torpedo boat 
bearing her illustrious father’s name naturally devolved 
upon the Admiral’s youngest daughter, who was espe- 
cially invited to New York to perform the ceremony. 
This, however, being impossible, Miss Wilkes was obliged 
to depute the gratifying duty to another representative of 
the family, bearing the family name, her mother and 
herself being represented by a cablegram regretting their 
absence on this joyful occasion. 

Mrs. and Miss Wilkes have been passing the month of 
September on the Tuscan seacoast, at that pleasant little 
watering place on the Bay of Spezia-Viareggio, known 
to Americans as the “Newport of Italy.” So, as became 
a sailor’s wife and daughter, these ladies spent the day 
of Sept. 28 within the sound of the roar of the Mediter- 
ranean sea, and there gathered around them a party of 
American friends to mark the occasion. Mrs. and Miss 
Wilkes received their guests in the pretty little garden of 
the Hotel de Nice, with true American hospitality and 
courtesy. A pleasant surprise awaited the company on 
being ushered into the tea room. ‘The table was exquis- 
itely decorated in naval fashion—a veritable water feast. 
In the center a miniature sea surrounded bv water lilies 
was arranged, over which floated gaily a small vessel 
proudly flying at her bow the Stars and Stripes, while a 
pennon from her mast bore the legend “U. S. S. Wilkes,” 
Sept. 28, 1901. Around the sea were entwined garlands 
of red, white and blue, and graceful trails of water lilies 
encircled the corners of the table. Needless to say these 
appropriate decorations were executed by the skillful 
fingers of patriotic American girls. A toast was given to 
the health of the distinguished hostess, and to the pros- 
perity of the new torpedo boat, sailing in the name of 
one who served his country faithfully and under the flag 
which it had been his proudest boast to valiantly uphold.

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ALLEGED SECRET OF SCHLEY CONTROVERSY. 


The death of Admiral Bunce has started a discussion 
among those who believe that a mistake was made in re- 
lieving him at the outbreak of the Spanish War from the 
command of the squadron assigned to Admiral Schley and 
who ascribe to this mistake the unfortunate criticisms 
and discussions that have since disturbed naval harmony. 
A Washington correspondent of the Atlanta (Ga.) Consti- 
tution says: “I had a conversation with a distinguished 
naval officer on the retired list, who related the following 
story without placing any restrictions upon me as to the 
repeating of it. Without quoting him, I will endeavor to 
give the substance of his yarn as he spun it to me. In 
the beginning, I want to say that the officer referred to is 
probably one of the ablest and most distinguished officers 
in the Navy. He does not like Admiral Schley and he is 
classed among the leaders of the anti-Schley crusade. His 
statements may be relied upon, for he in a position to 
know whereof he speaks. It was during an animated dis- 
cussion of the latest proceedings in the court of inquiry 
that the question was asked: 

“As a rank outsider, I would like to know,” said I, 
“what is the real animus against Schley so generally pre- 
vailing throughout the Navy?” 

The old sea dog proceeded to answer my question with 
his usual frankness, but with an earnestness that clearly 
indicated his hostility to Admiral Schley. He went on 
to say that this feeling against Schley in the Navy began 
prior to the battle of Santiago. Schley had never been 
personally popular among naval officers. However, he 
had been able to make a great many warm and valuable 
friends outside of the service by his pleasing appearance 
and his agreeable personality. With the politicians and 
the newspaper fraternity, he has always maintained 

riendly relations and quite a general popularity. All of 
these personal characteristics tended to excite the envy, 
jealousy and unfriendliness of many naval officers. 

That was the state of feeling in the Navy when the 
Spanish-American War came on. There were offered 
opportunities for officers of the Navy to display their 
patriotism, win promotion and achieve popularity. The 
Navy Department, presided over by Secretary Long, was 
really administered so far as detailing officers are con- 
cerned by Rear Admiral Crowninshield, Chief of the Bu- 
eau of Navigation. Of course there was considerable 

ulling and hauling by the friends of aspiring officers, 
and the result was that several junior officers were 
umped over the heads of their seniors, a practice which 

idom meets with the general approval of the Navy. 
ilowever, Schley, among the rest, was at work seeking an 
mportant command. As he was not on very friendiv 
terms with Crowninshield, there was a disposition on the 
part of the latter to sidetrack Schley and keep him in 
the background as far as possible. 

Schley, on the contrary, was at work among his politi- 
al friends, supported by a number of leading newspapers, 
o secure an important and conspicuous command. As 

on as it was indicated that the Flying Squadron was to 
be organized Schley immediately pounced upon the com- 
nand of that squadron as a desirable position and one in 
vhich he could achieve great notoriety.

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“BLENNERHASSETT.” 


While the average American will probably consider it 
rather late in the day to attempt a vindication of the 
public and private life of Aaron Burr, the effort which 
has been made in that direction by Charles Felton Pidgin 
in his romance of “Blennerhassett” must be recognized 
is one of the most interesting undertakings in contem- 
porary literature. This story is “a book with a mis- 
sion,” for while its narrative is threaded on a love tale 





of keen tragic interest, its central purpose is to reverse 
the historic judgment against Burr, whom the author 
describes as “one of the most remarkable of Americans” 
and whose “virtues, accomplishments and powers” he 
seeks to place before the world in a better light. The 
thoroughness of Mr. Pidgin’s preparation for this work 
is manifest in every chapter of his story. He has mas- 
tered the history of Burr’s career and become his sym- 
pathizer, admirer and partisan. The beautiful love of 
Burr and his daughter Theodosia for each other, which 
has been often characterized as one of the few redeem- 
ing qualities of the former’s life, has inspired the author 
of this work to some of his finest efforts, and tue volume 
is dedicated to the memory of Theodosia Burr Alston 
“for words which have rendered her conspicuous among 
the women of America for filial devotion.” 

in his treatment of the historical personages who 
figure in his story the author is vigorous and daring. 
He sneers at Jefferson, whom he charges with contempt 
for official dignity. He pictures Hamilton ws vain, un- 
scrupulous and ignoble, and even the ill starred Blenner- 
hassett, the victim of Burr’s sinister ambitions, he de- 
scribes as base and immoral. But in his description of 
Blennerhassett’s hospitality at the palace in the woods 
on the beautiful island in the Ohio, in his account of the 
fatal duel between Burr and Hamilton and in his treat- 
ment of the historic events which afford the background 


fo. his story Mr. Pidgin is uniformly virile, dramatic 
and pleasing. He has caught the spirit of the times 
about which he writes. He presents the men who 


dominated the public events of those days as real crea- 
tures of flesh and blood, and his story abounds in 
glimpses of the intrigue, rivalry and political scandal 
which envaged national leaders during that period. Ir- 
respective of its merits as an appeal from the verdict 
against Burr, “Blennerhassett” is a story of absorbing 
dramatic interest, and in respect of illustrations, print- 
ing and binding it is in the highest degree creditable to 
its publishers, the C. M. Clark Publishing Co., Boston. 
It is a story that will be of especial interest to Army 
men owing in part to the important part played by the 
former commanding general of the Army, Wilkinson, in 
the incidents of the story. He is represented as a double 
dealing traitor. 
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SOME NEW BOOKS. 


In he Quiberon Touch’’—published by the Appletons 
Cyrus Townsend Brady has written a story of love, 
adventure and fierce sea fighting which is thrilling enough 
to stir the most sluggish reader. It possesses a historical 
value also in that it describes in vivid colors the battle of 
Quiberon, one of the fiercest fights ever waged on the 
sea, and which, the author holds, has never been pictured 
as its importance deserved. 

Little, Brown & Co., of Boston, have added three more 
volumes to their new and attractive edition of Captain 
Marryat’s stories, consisting of “Settlers in Canada,” 
“The Mission” and “Children of the New Forest.” As 
this edition of Marryatt’s imperishable sea stories ap- 
proaches completion it commands wider and wider recog- 
nition as one of the most desirable that has ever been 
issued. 

Mr. Rodney Macdonough, of Boston, has published a 
work on “The Macdonough-Hackstaff Ancestry” which, 
because of its breadth and thoroughness and the excel- 
lence of its construction, deserves a place of its own 
among American genealogies. The volume is finelv illus- 
trated with family portraits, fac simile reproductions of 
notable documents, etc., and is of interest to students of 
American history for the reason that it gives a clear out- 
line of the ancestry of Commodore Thomas Macdonough, 
together with a fund of information concerning the career 
of that famous hero. 


A series of biographies of famous commanders in the 
British Navy originally published in the United Service 
Magazine has been edited by G. A. Marindin and issued 
in handsome book form by E. P. Dutton & Co. under the 
title, “Our Naval Heroes.” The text and illustrations 
are excellent, and there is an interesting introduction by 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford. 
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“THE STRENUOUS LIFE.” 


In a volume entitled “The Strenuous Life,” the Cen- 
tury Company has published a series of essays and ad- 
dresses by Theodore Roosevelt which derive an added 
interest from the fact of the author’s sudden advance- 
ment to a post of larger power and responsibility. The 
style of these papers is trenchant, sincere and convine- 
ing. There is a sort of man-to-man spirit about them 
which makes the reader feel that they were written es- 
pecially for him, and they vividly disclose the high, ro- 
bust, cleanly ideals which have been the guides of the 
author’s public career. These essays and addresses are 
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all worth reading, but those on “Expansion and Peace,” 
“Military Preparedness and Unpreparedness,” “Admiral 
Dewey,” and “Grant,” will abundantly repay repeated 
perusal. This is true also of the address entitled “The 
Strenuous Life,” delivered before the Hamilton Club of 
Chicago, in the course of which the speaker made an un- 
answerable plea for the continued enlargement of the 
Army and Navy. This volume is worthy of the author 
and of the times in which we live: It is a plea for cour- 
age, labor, patriotism and the resolute performance of 
public and private duty. Every young American ought 
to read it.

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Secretary of War Root returned to the War Depart- 
ment on Oct. 23, after his long absence on account of 
sickness. ‘There are many things which have been await- 
ing the return of the Secretary, and which are of the ut- 
most importance to the Army. Various details pertain- 
ing to his forthcoming annual report are to be decided— 
the exceedingly important matter of relieving troops now 
in the Philippines and sending others to take their places 
and to fill the 22,000 vacancies which will occur in the 
next year in the Philippine Army because of expiration 
of terms of enlistment; numerous court-martial proceed- 
ings in the cases of officers, and the matter of the recom- 
mendations this year to Congress for the betterment of 
the Army and for the establishment of a General Staff— 
all of these questions will now be acted upon by Mr. 
Root, who has returned in excellent shape for work and, 
it is understood, well able to continue his arduous duties 
at the War Department. Three courts-martial cases— 
those of former Captain and Commissary of Volunteers 
James C. Read, Lieut. Preston Brown of the 2d Inf., and 
Lieutenant Howell of the Art. Corps—will now be acted 
upon by the War Department. It is not believed at the 
Department that any mitigation of the sentence of Read 
will be granted by those in authority but as to the cases 
of Lieutenants Brown and Howell, it is impossible to 
state what action will be taken. It will be remembered 
that Lieutenant Howell was tried for drunkenness and 
sentenced by the court to dismissal from the Service. 
The officer hitherto had an excellent record and is rather 
an older man than a majority of those holding his grade. 
No proof has ever been submitted to show that he is an 
habitual drinker, but, on the contrary, brother officers 
have spoken strongly in his behalf. 

Officers of the Artillery and Ordnance Department of 
the Army are waiting with the keenest interest the re- 
sults of the test of field guns now in progress at the San- 
dy Hook Proving Grounds. The contest seems to have 
narrowed down to the respective guns of the Ordnance 
Department and the gun invented by Capt. I. N. Lewis 
of the Artillery and those of one or two »rivate concerns. 
It has recently been announced that the American Ord- 
nance Company and the Driggs-Seabury Gun Company 
had withdrawn from the contest. From the meager re- 
ports which have come from the testings of the guns we 
learn that already some of the guns have demonstrated 
their superiority over nearly any field gun now in use 
by any country. There is a great deal of feeling among 
the various contestants over the respective merits of their 
guns. It will perhaps be difficult for the Board of Ord- 
nance and Fortifications to finally determine upon the 
guns best adapted for the uses of our Army. In any 
event we feel assured that the gun selected will be the 
best field gun in the’world. The Service tests of mortar 
batteries at Fort Preble, Me., have been started and are 
said to be very interesting. The ballistic tests of the 
mortars have proven satisfactory, but it yet remains to 
be shown that they are accurate when fired under Ser- 
vice conditions. 





_—— 
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Secretary of the Navy Long has announced this week 
that Rear Admiral G. C. Remey, commanding the Asiatic 
Station, will be given relief in the near future and or- 
dered to this country. Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, 
after having completed his present duty in Samoa, will 
be ordered to proceed to the Asiatic Station and be as- 
signed as one of the squadron commanders of the fleet 
there. Upon the detachment of Admiral Remey Rear Ad- 
miral F. Rodgers will be placed in command of the sta- 
tion and it is understood that Rear Admiral Louis 
Kempff will also be ordered home upon the expiration of 
his two years term of sea service which will expire in 


the winter. Capt. Chapman C. Todd, who was recently 
detached from station at the Hydrographic Office at the 
Navy Department, is to be ordered to the Philippines to 
command the Brooklyn, relieving Capt. F. W. Dickins, 
who will be ordered home. For the present the Navy De- 
partment has decided that it would be unwise to make 
any further reduction in the size of the fleet now on the 
Asiatic Station. It will be remembered that it has been 
the intention to reduce the fleet during the winter 
months, but, in view of the renewal of activities of the 
insurgents in the island of Samar, such action would not 
be to the best interests of the country.

The moving of the school for electrician sergeants from 
the Artillery School at Fort Monroe to the ‘Torpedo 
School at Fort Totten is simply a logical action on the 
part of the War Department, and does not in the slightest 
degree reflect upon the management of the school at Fort 
Monroe. The enlisting of electrician sergeants has been 
one of the problems of interest before the War Depart- 
ment for some time, but it has been extremely gratifying 
to the officials there to have noted the especially efficient 
training given to the men by Capt. Henry C. Davis, of 
the Artillery Corps, who has been in charge of that ex- 
tremely difficult duty for some time. As is well known 
the electrician sergeant is intended to serve in connection 
with the system of mines for the protection of the har- 
bors of the country, and it has been deemed better to have 
him trained in the vicinity of the School of Mines and the 
Torpedo School. The move is thus logical and will oper- 
ate to the increased efficiency of the men. It is rather 
to be regretted that Captain Davis cannot be transferred 
to the Torpedo School to continue there his excellent 
work, but we understand that his services are more need- 
ed in connection with the Artillery School at Fort Mon- 
roe. 

Some of the newly appointed officers in the Regular 
Army, and, we are surprised to see, many of the younger 
officers who have already seen service in the Regular 
éstablishment, have recently resorted to the practice 
of having requests for personal leave and other favors 
forwarded to the War Department through their Con- 
gressmen, evidently laboring under the impression that 
by taking this course they will be more apt to get 
what they ask for. The Adjutant General's Office has 
adopted the policy of disregarding, as far as possible, re- 
quests which come in this way, and it does not help an 
officer’s standing with the Department to have it on 
record that he has taken such means to get what he 
wishes. Officers—and our remarks are of course ad- 
dressed particularly to the newly-appointed officers and 
other young officers—should remember that there is a 
regular method of making requests for leave prescribed 
bj the Army Regulations, and we can assure them that 
if they make their requests through the proper official 
channels they will be more apt to have their requests 
granted than if they endeavor to use political influence. 
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Secretary Root is now considering the important ques- 
tion of what changes will have to be made this winter 
in the Army in the Philippines. As we have alrendy 
stated, 22,000 enlistments will expire there during the 
coming year, and it is the desire of the Department to 
relieve some of the organizations which have been in 
the Archipelago since the spring of 1899. General Chaf- 
fee’s army will, it has been finally decided, be kept for 
the present at a strength of not less than 30,000. ‘Tak- 
ing into consideration the present strength of 42,000 and 
the 22,000 men who will come home because of expira- 
tion of enlistments, it will be necessary for the War 
Department to send 10,000 troops to the Islands during 
the winter. It is certain that part of this number will 
be made up of some of the new regiments which are 
yet in this country. The remainder will be sent over as 
recruits. General Chaffee has urgently recommended 
that none of the regiments now in his army will be 
ordered home before the spring, and the War Depart- 
ment will doubtless assent. At that time it is the an- 
nounced intention of the authorities to relieve the regi- 
ments which landed in the Philippines in the spring 
of 1899.

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The Auditor for the War Department of the Treasury 
Department has issued a circular denying statements in 
the daily papers in regard to an alleged discovery of some 
old laws by a Brooklyn lawyer granting State and Fed- 
eral bounties to soldiers. He says: “No law has ever 
been passed by Congress granting any bounties whatever 
to any soldiers for service in the late Spanish-American 
War of 1898 and 1899. Certain laws were passed giv- 
ing extra pay to such soldiers in certain cases, in lien of 
a furlough or a leave of absence. But in nearly all such 
eases the soldiers who were entitled to such extra pay 
have already been paid it. In regard to bounty due to 


soldiers from the United States for service in the Civil 
War of 1861-1865, no recent bounty laws have been 


passed. The last general bounty law enacted by the 
United States was on April 22, 1872, and nearly all 
soldiers entitled to bounty under that act, and also under 
previous acts passed giving bounty to soldiers for ser- 
vice in the Civil War, have already been paid all the 
bounty due them.”

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Those who have finally succeeded in worrying Admiral 
Schley into calling for a Court of Inquiry must be 
pleased with the results of their enterprise as they fol- 
low the testimony before the Court and observe how 
it centers public attention upon the Brooklyn and tbe 
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flag officer of the Flying Squadron, while the part taken 
by the other vessels, with the exception of the Oregon, 
is practically ignored under the rules of evidence gov- 
erning the admission of testimony. We are confident 
that before this matter is ended there will be universai 
agreement, if there is not already, with the course pur- 
sued by the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL from the be- 
ginning of this unhappy controversy in its efforts to 
save the Navy from such jibes as this which appears 
in the last number of Life: “Wanted: By the Ameti- 
can People, a Patent, Indestructible Naval Hero, War- 
ranted not to Fade or Shrink.” The end is not yet, 
for whatever the conclusions of the Court of Inquiry, 
Congress is yet to be heard from. “The beginning or 
strife is as when one letteth out water.”

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The Board on Brevets, which is now meeting at the 
Lemon Building in Washington and of which Major Gen- 
eral MacArthur is the president, has nearly completed its 
work and will probably be in readiness to make a report 
in the near future. The report of the board, after being 
favorably acted upon by the Secretary of War, will be 
issued as a General Order from the War Department and 
will form the basis of the Secretary’s recommendations 
for brevets to be made this year to Congress. It seems to 
be the opinion at the War Department that Congress will 
this year give favorable action upon the recommendations 
of the War Department regarding brevets and medals of 
honor. The purpose of the present board is to sort out 
the recommendations made by the various commanding 
officers, so that only those officers and men who have 
rendered especially distinguished service will receive rec- 
ognition of this nature.

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We are gratified to observe that President Roosevelt 
is disinclined to interfere with the rulings of courts- 
martial and has resolved to uphold the action of those 
tribunals except in cases where there has been apparent 
injustice. The increase of the Army has brought into the 
Service a large number of young officers who are not 
yet fully acquainted with the regulations and customs 
of the Service. It is of the utmost importance to them 
and to the discipline of the Army that they should under- 
stand that the finding of a court-martial is binding and 
final, and not subject to reversal by civil authority. 
President Roosevelt's intimation that he will sustain the 
verdicts of these tribunals is exactly in line with his 
own notions of discipline, and if his action were supple- 
mented by an act of Congress limiting the civil power 
of review in such cases the entire Service would be the 
better for it. 
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We made some mention in our issue of Oct. 19 of the 
desire of the War Department authorities to promote 
General Merriam to the grade of major general prior 
to his retirement early in November. It is necessary, 
in order that General Merriam receive the advanced 
grade, that some of the officers now holding rabk as 
major general be first placed on the retired list, end 
the War Department has already asked General Chaffee 
as to whether General Wheaton's application for retire- 
ment is still in force. There is considerable speculation 
in any event, as to who will be promoted te be general 
officers after the retirement of General Merriam. No 
decision has yet been reached by the War Department 
as to this.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The flag used by the 21st Inf. at the memorial services 
in Manila in honor of the late President McKinley was 
personally made and presented to that regiment by the 
joint efforts of Mrs. William McKinley, wife of the late 
President, and Mrs. Russell A. Alger, wife of the former 
Secretary of War. 

It having been discovered at division headquarters that 
enlisted men are in the habit of obtaining passes to visit 
posts at which dental surgeons are stationed, on the plea 
of requiring dental] treatment, when in fact tne necessity 
for such work does not exist, applicants for such passes 
will, in future, be required to report to the post surgeon 
for examination; and if in the opinion of the surgeon the 
requested dental treatment is necessary the applicant will 
be furnished with a transfer slip and be directed to report 
to the dentist for treatment. 

An order has been issued from the headquarters of the 
Department of Southern Luzon as follows: “The use 
of the titles Don, Sefior, Sefiora and Sefiorita, in official 
communications is not approved. Officers will in future 
employ instead the titles Mr. and Mrs. and Miss. Span- 
ish words will in no case be used when there is an Eng- 
lish equivalent.” 

Permission to comgiets the proposed monument in the 
Plaza Intendeucia, Manila, in honor of the Spanish who 
fell in the late revolt against Spain has been refused by 
the municipal board of that city. The baard holds that 
the public parks and streets of Manila should no longer 
be made use of for monuments of any kind. 

Sefior Licerio Geronimo, late brigadier general of the 
insurgent forces that operated about Montalban and San 
Mateo, has been appointed to a place in the Insular Con- 
stabulary and will in all probability be stationed in the 
Province of Rizal and lend his knowledge and influence 
to better the morals of its people. 

Prof. E. B. Bryan, of Indiana, who has been selected 
by Dr. Atkinson to take the principalship of the normal 
school to be established in Manila, has arrived there, and 
will proceed at once to take up the duties of his office. 
The purpose of this school is to train native teachers for 
the work of teaching in the islands. Prof. Bryan, who 
is a graduate of Harvard, is accompanied by Mrs. Bryan 
and three children. 

General Sumner has left Manila for Batangas, where 
he expects to establish his headquarters. A nart of the 
6th Cav. goes there also, and Major W. H. Beck of the 
6th Cav. has been ordered there temporarily. 

Mr. Charles A. Glunz, who is in charge of the work of 
the Army and Navy Young Men’s Christian Association 
in the Philippine Archipelago has arrived in Manila and 
entered upon his duties. Mrs. Glunz, who accompanies 
him, was, before her marriage, one of the most popular 
young ladies of Oakland, Cal. 

The inhabitants of the Province of Concep¢ion, in 
the island of Panay, have petitioned the military author- 
ities requesting that a garrison of American soldiers be 
stationed there to protect them from the frequent attacks 
of marauding bands of armed bandits. 

The Civil Commission of the Philippines has decided 
that the historical paintings, including the large portrait 
of the Queen Regent of Spain, which has hung in the ses- 
sion room of the Ayuntamiento, in Manila, must go. 
These paintings will be displayed on the walls in the main 
hall on the second floor. 

The city governors of Manila have authorized the ap- 

xintment of twelve sanitary inspectors, on salaries of 
$75, gold, per mensem. These positions will be filled by 
Americans and Filipinos indiscriminately, according to 
their qualifications. 

Judge Paul Wentworth Linebarger of Chicago, who has 
been appointed Judge of the Court of First Instance for 
Batangas, has arrived at his post of duty. Judge Line- 
barger studied law in Paris and Madrid, and in the Uni- 
versity of Heidelberg. He practiced in Chicavo until the 
Spanish-American War. In this conflict he served as a 
lieutenant of Cavalry and judge advocate. In Chicago he 
was attorney for the French, Italian, Greek and Belgian 
consulates. He speaks five languages. 

The Manila Board of Health is trying to do away with 
the old Spanish custom which permits poor families to 
carry the bodies of their dead on litters through the 
streets. 


The Manila American remarks that “with an ice fac- 
tory and cold storage, boarding houses, printing offices 
and newspapers and colleges and general merchandise 
stores on their hands the Civil Government will soon look 
like a modern department store, with a dead-cinch, politi- 
cal hole-in-the-wall attachment.” 

The municipal and advisory boards of Manila have 
adopted this resolution: “That as a constant and ever- 
lasting testimony of admiration of the municipality of 
Manila toward William McKinley, the plaza now called 
by the name of Palacio, will henceforth be known by 
that of William McKinley.” 

The American teachers in the Philippines have voted to 
ublish a school journal, with Mr. Rt V. Smith of Ar- 
ansas as editor. The association will ask permission to 

print the new journal on the Government press at Manila. 

Dr. Maus, Superintendent of the Health Department 
of Manila, is leading a movement to establish a medical 
society in that city. A committee to prepare rules has 
been vamed, and consists of Drs. Valdez, Weymans, 
McDill, Gillarne and Saurer. 

One of the severest earthquakes experienced in the 
Philippines in many years occurred on the morning of 
Sept. 18. In Manila two distinct shocks were felt, the 
total duration being 40 seconds. The shocks were very 
perceptible in the palace. At the Santa Cruz police sta- 
tion court was adjourned. From the provinces telegrams 
have been received which indicate that the earthquake 
also caused some commotion there. 

Mrs. Mary Davis, 65 Middaugh street, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
has requested the aid of the Manila police in locating her 
brother, Joseph I. Harrington, formerly a member of Co. 
D, 35th Inf. 


_ The Spanish Government has issued an order prohibit- 
ing all Spanish Army officers on detached service in the 
Philippines entering any of the professions or engaging in 
business of any nature. The time for their remaining in 
the Philippines is limited to one year. 

After receiving many communications from soldiers on 
the subject the Manila Freedom classifies the reasons 
why the enlisted man does not attend church. Amon 
them we find these: Calls of duty that are tiresome an 
the need of rest; inability to get the spiritual food on 
which the soldier was bred, and the companivnship found 
in the barracks or camp and not found at the regimental 
gospel service. Those who have compared the American 
and the English soldier have commented on the indif- 
ference of the former and the punctiliousness of the latter 
in the matter of church going. 


Rations of one company in each’ battalion of native 
scouts in the Department of Visayas were ordered com- 
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muted during September last by General Hughes in or- 
der to give a practical trial to the experiment, and the 
following companies were designated for the trial: Co. 
A, 1st Battalion Panay Scouts, (Hunsaker); Co. H, 
2d Battalion Panay Scouts, (Kite); Co. D, Negros 
Scouts, (Norton) ; Co. B, Cebu Scouts, (Helms) ; Co. C, 
Leyte Scouts (Strebler). General Hughes in directing 
the trial to be made said: “These people are not ac- 
customed to our methods and means of preparing food, 
and they do not know how to manage or fix our mate- 
rials. The Department Commander made the recommen- 
dation to commute the ration of the native soldier to 15 
cents gold per diem. He now finds that one-half that 
sum would keep a native in good healthy condition.” 

The proprietors of the native wine shops and restau- 
rants in Manila have been denied permission to serve 
liquors with meals on Sunday. 

Acting upon a request preferred by the Department of 
State the Navy Department has placed at the disposition 
of the Vhilippine Commission under Governor Taft, the 
U. S. S. General Alava for the purposes of the Commis- 
sion in visiting the various sections requiring their pres- 
ence. The General Alava is a member of the Asiatic Sta- 
tion and has been in commission for some time. She 
is a steamer of 1,390 tons displacement, 212 feet in 
length and carries coal enough to steam a thousand miles 
at a sea speed of about 1014 knots per hour. 
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FILIPINO WAR METHODS. 


Major General Chaffee, U. S. A., commanding the Di- 
vision of the Philippines, in reviewing the case of a Fili- 
pino native found guilty of murder, in violation of the 
laws of war, comments as follows: 

“The accused, Francisco Peralta, was a leader of an 
armed band of men living within the lines of the United 
States forces. Wearing by day the ordinary native dress 
and seemingly following peaceful occunations, the band 
came together at night; or, in localities not immediately 
occupied by American troops, by day and night, for the 
purpose chiefly, it appears, of summarily killing those of 
their neighbors who were friendly to the American Gov- 
ernment. The accused upon the witness stand admitted 
all the material facts establishing his criminal responsi- 
bility for the murder of seven men. The controlling mo- 
tive appears by his testimony to have been his concep- 
tion that all natives friendly to the Americans were 
traitors; but in one instance a personal grievance is dis- 
closed. So, too, out of his own mouth he condemned him- 
self and his followers as acting the part of perpetual spies 
upon the American troops. 

“Insurgent soldiers in ordinary citizens’ dress lurked 
about and among the American garrisons. With decep 
tive cunning they obtained cedulas from the American 
authorities, and while abiding their chance to surprise 
and assail American troops or assassinate their neigh- 
bors who were friendly to those troops, pretended to be 
peaceful neighbors and good friends. 

“What is true of the locality of these crimes is known 
to be true everywhere throughout all the provinces that 
have joined the insurrection. But when a whole people 
deliberately adopts a method of waging war contrary to 
the recognized laws of war, those laws, following the 
enlightened and humane sentiments of the most civilized 
nations, do not sanction that a sentence of extermination 
shall issue against a whole people. Hence, in confirming 
the sentence in this case, the general commanding is not 
moved by any consideration of the fact that the accused 
and his followers are shown te have been spies, and, there- 
fore. under ordinary conditions subject to the penalty of 
death: but is guided solely by the fact that the accused is 
beyond all doubt guilty of personally directing and, in his 
presence, causing the wanton murder of men living in the 
peace of the Government of the United States.”

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HONORING HEROES OF 1812. 

Impressive ceremonies in which red-coated soldiers of 
Great Britain, and blue uniformed soldiers of the United 
States, jointly participated, were held at Drummond- 
ville, or Niagara Falls, South Ontario, Canada, on Oct. 
19. These ceremonies were perhaps without precedent 
in the history of our relations with our Canadian neigh- 
bors. The red-coated soldiers in confmand of Lieut. Bard 
Colson, of the 44th Canadian Volunteer Infantry, ren- 
dered honors to the blue, in re-interring remains of Amer- 
ican soldiers who fell in battle against the British at Lun- 
dy’s Lane, July 25, 1814, and our boys in blue, represent- 
ed by Co. K, 14th U. S. Inf., Capt. L. S. Sorley, in turn 
took part in the unveiling of a beautiful drinking foun- 
tain, erected in memory of the late Queen Victoria. 
The other officers on duty with Company K, 14th U. 8. 
Inf., were Ist Lieut. L. D. Cabell and 2d Lieut. G. F. 
Brady. Headed by a band, Co. K, 14th Inf., from Fort 
Niagara, marched from the city of Niagara to the bridge 
which spans the river at that place. Following came 
members of the Niagara Frontier Historical Society in 
carriages and other guests. These specially invited 
guests included Major Peabody, representing the State 
Department at the Pan-American Exposition; Capt. P. 
C. Harris, 9th U. S. Inf., similarly representing the War 
Department; Major Mann and Captain Taylor, 14th 

1. S. Inf.. from Fort Porter, N. Y.; Hon. Peter A. 
Porter and Dr. of Buffalo, representing the 
Niagara Frontier Historical Society, and _ others. 
In the center of the bridge both commands met: 
the Canadian commander saluted Captain Sorley and 
then, escorted by the Canadians, the Americans ad- 
vanced over the bridge and marched into Canadian ter- 
ritory as far as Drummondville, to an undertaker’s. Here 
members of the Buffalo Historical Society, the Niagara 
Frontier Historical Society and the Lundy’s wane His- 
torical Society, together with United States and Canadian 
military officials, entered the undertaking rooms. The 
remains of the American soldiers, which had been men of 
the 9th Inf.. were borne in a casket by six men of the 
14th along Drummondville’s streets to the Lundy’s Lane 
cemetery. Some very pretty wreaths had been provided 
by the men of Co. K. 

At the grave lying near to that of Capt. Abram F. Hull, 
9th Inf., the American soldiers were lined up on one side. 
the Canadians on the other. Archdeacon Houston read 
the Episcopal burial service. Canon Bull, one of the best 
beloved clergymen in Canada, delivered a prayer and Capt. 
Sorley. taking a handful of earth, sprinkled it on the cof- 
fin. It may seem strange that tears should be shed over 
soldiers who had fallen so long ago as 1814, vet such is 
the fact, so beautiful. touching and imvressive were the 
ceremonies. 

Company K fired three rounds over the grave, its 
bugler sounded taps, the band played “Nearer, My tod, to 
Thee” as the casket was lowered into the grave. 

The casket bore the following inscription: “The re- 
mains of nine soldiers of the 9th regiment, U. S. Inf., 
killed at Lundy’s Lane, July 25, 1814. Reinterred Oct. 
19th, 1901.” 

The procession again formed and retraced its steps to 
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the corner of Lundy’s Lane and Hain street, where a 
beautiful drinking fountain as a testimonial of love and 
esteem for the late Queen was unveiled. ‘U'he American 
soldiers were marched into Main street and drawn up in 
line facing the fountain and stage containing the speakers. 

Canon Bull during his address gave expressions of kind- 
ly feeling towards the American people, which called fort); 
prolonged applause. 

Consul Brush returned the compliment in his address, 
and he also was loudly applauded. The ceremonies were 
brought to a close with three cheers for England and a 
hearty three for the United States and the American peo- 
ple. It was an incident peculiarly fitted to show and to 
foster the exceptionally friendly spirit existing between 
the Canadians and Americans residing upon opposite 
sides of the Niagara gorge, and one that will long he 
remembered by those who witnessed it. 

The remains of the American soldiers were discovered in 
November last by the sexton of the Presbyterian churcli, 
who was digging a grave in Lundy’s Lane cemetery, 
which marks the site of the battle of Lundy’s Lane, whic), 
took place on July 25, 1814. He uncovered the skeletons 
of nine soldiers who, as was proved by belt buckles and 
eatpons found in the graves, had been men of the 9th U. 
S. Inf.

CONDITIONS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


It looks now as though our force in the Philippines 
will have to be increased, rather than diminished. That 
a very considerable percentage of our troops in those dis- 
tant islands should be brought home to their families 
and friends we do not question, but we have serious 
doubts as to the wisdom of reducing our total force 
there under present conditions. The recent massacre o 
our men in the island of Panay, considered purely as » 
casualty of war, is of minor importance, but it is a 
symptom to which due weight should be given. We have 
heretofore expressed doubt as to the policy which deals 
with treacherous Orientals as though chey were me» 
with whom their word is their bond. The policy of look 
ing to them as the support of a civil government, o1 
ganized on American lines, is a very doubtful one 
Such a government cannot be imposed by general or 
ders, or even by Congresssional enactments. It must have 
its roots in the character of the people. and must be 
the growth in conditions that have developed in then 
the capacity for self-government. Occidental ideas. 
Occidental systems of civil administration, Occidents! 
methods of reasoning, are foreign to the genius of the 
East and have never taken root in the affections of an) 
Oriental people. Authority, the vigorous, if not cruel 
exhibitions of power, are what they are accustomed to. 
and the nearest approach we have to this in this country 
is our military organization. , 

The best government for the Philippines is military 
rule, tempered by the American ideas of human equality 
and the application of just laws to all classes of men 
alike without regard to social or political influences of 
any kind, and with a healthy horror of dishonest deal 
ing in all of its forms. We may not realize this ideal 
in military administration, but we certainly approacl 
more nearly to it when the control of public affairs is 
in the hands of conscientious and able soldiers than we 
ean in any other way. Such scandals as affect th 
Army in dealing with civil matters are largely the result 
vf the introduction :into it of the civilian element and 
the control of civilian ideas, resulting from too large an 
infusion of men not yet wholly dominated by the simple 
soldier's idea of honor and fidelity to trust. 








ARMY JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 

Brigadier General Geo. B. Davis. Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral U. S. A., states in his annual report that the number 
of trials by court-martial during the year ending June 30, 
1901, was 6,065. Of the persons accused 16 were com- 
missioned officers in the Regular Army, and 10 of these 
were convicted while 13 were commissioned officers of Vol- 
unteers, eight of whom were convicted. 

In the Regular Army 1,895 men were sentenced to dis- 
honorable discharge, and in the Volunteer Army 333 were 
similarly punished. The whole number of desertions was 
554, and the average term of imprisonment imposed upon 
convicted offenders was 22.24 months. 

In six cases the death penalty was imposed, four on con- 
viction of murder and two on conviction of desertion. The 
death sentences, except in one case of murder, were com- 
muted by the President to dishonorable discharge, forfei- 
ture of all pay and allowances, and imprisonment at hard 
labor for life in three cases, for seven years in one case, 
and for five years in one case. 

The trials by military commissions numbered 980. Of 
the defendants 729 were convicted, 202 were acquitted and 
in 49 cases the sentences were disapnroved. The death 
penalty was imposed in about 242 cases in the Pihlippines 
and sentence was executed in about 101 cases. 

Acknowledgment is made of the efficient assistance re- 
ceived from the officers of the department in their differ- 
ent fields of endeavor and from the employes, both perma- 
nent and temporary, who are attached to the Judge Advo- 
cate General's Office.

Official reports show that on Oct. 1, the prisons of 
Porto Rico contained 1,030, all but 22 of whom were na- 
tives. Of the whole number 746 were illiterates. 

The closing of the night schools of Honolulu has caused 
great indignation among parents in that city who declare 
that more than enough money to support the night ses- 
sions is squandered in teaching useless courses in the day 
schools. The Superintendent of Public Instruction says 
the night schools were closed because they were monopo- 


lized by the Asiatics. 

When Mrs. Lucien Young, wife of Lieut. Comdr. 
Young, commandant of the naval station at Havana, 
sailed from that city for the United States on Oct. 13, a 
large gathering of her friends were at the wharf to bid 
her farewell. Commander Young and a party of friends 
in a launch accompanied her ship beyond Morro Castle.

Considerable uneasiness prevails in Central Luzon, ac- 
cording to Manila despatches, because of reports of 
increased activity among the insurgents. It is ru- 
mored that several bands of rebels, each numbering 
25 or 50, are trying to concentrate at a single point. 
Notices were recently posted on church doors in Batan- 
gas province urging the insurgents to complete an organi- 
zation bv January. The sensational newspapers of 
Manila are greatly excited over these stories and de- 
mand that additional troops be sent to Batangas at once, 
as the American force now there under General Me- 
Kibbin numbers only 1,200 men. The chances are that 
the situation is less serious than the Manila alarmists 
would have the world believe.

PROSPECTIVE BRIGADIERS. 

Apropos of the prospective appointment of two new 
wigadier generals next month, The New York Times of 
Oct. 13, said this of Colonel Hayes, 13th U. S. Cav., who 
s described as “perhaps the most thoroughly seasoned 
ind natural cavalryman in the Army”: 

“Col. Edward M. Hayes, now in command of the 13th 
U. S. Cav., at Fort Meade, S. D., may be inconveniently 
distant from the White House or the War Denartment, 
but his record is accessible, and if the President has 
read it he has become acquainted with the history of a 
‘rough rider’ who has been in the saddle practically since 
he was 13 years of age. A Cleveland boy, he became 
bugler of the 2d Cav., and won high commendation for his 
services in the war with the Comanches in Texas. When 
the Civil War came on he was again in the saddle as a 
Volunteer officer. serving in the Western armies and 
marching through Georgia with Sherman. Transferred 
to the Regular Army after the Civil War, he was as- 
signed to the 5th Cav., and his name as a fearless Indian 
fighter became familiar al! over the plains and mountain 
country. When President Arthur visited the Wind River 
country and crossed the divide to get into Yellowstone 
Park, General Sheridan being his host, Cantain Hayes 
was selected to command the escort. His services in the 
war with Spain were useful but not hazardous, but when 
he reached the Philippines he faced hardships and dangers 
with Lawton, who held him in highest esteem for his 
courage and endurance, and commended him as one of his 
stanchest and most effective supporters in the campaign 
of occupation. “The place for a cavalryman,’ he said to 
General Bates, when that officer warned him of his tend- 
ency to recklessly expose himself, ‘is in the saddle. If 
he is to be killed, that’s where he should be when the time 
comes.’ There are plenty of politicians and societv influ- 
ences to commend other applicants for promotion. This 
is what might be said for a modest and brave officer if

SELF-DENIAL IN DRINKING WATER. 


G. O. 229, AUG. 19, DIV. OF PHILIPPINBS. 

In view of the large number of cases of dysentery 
occurring in the Division, upon recommendation of the 
chief surgeon, the following additional sanitary measures 
will be strictly enforced: 

All company and detachment commanders will require 
the canteens and all other drinking water ccntainers of 
enlisted men and officers to be thoroughly scalded, using 
boiling water, every two weeks, and always after the 
return of troops from field service, care being taken to 
keep the stoppers clean. 

In connection with the foregoing, the Division Com- 
mander remarks that so'diers on marches and in cam- 
paigns should practice self-denial in the matter of drink- 
ing — that may be fcund on the roadsides during the 
march. 

It is a fact demonstrated by long experience of old 
soldiers that if water is drunk during the first few 
hours cf the march, the thirst will continue during 
the entire day, necessitating the @rinking of a large 
amount of water during that period, generally, wherever 
it can be found. Every soldier should think of the effect 
which free use of water is liable to produce before 
drinking all kinds, which, in the opinion «f the chief 
surgeon and of the medical officers generally in this 
Division, is a very large factor in producing the various 
kinds of dysentery incident to this command.

BRUTAL CRIMES. 


G. O. 239, AUG. 24, DIV. OF PHILIPPINES. 

Publishes the pr.ceedings of a military commission of 
which Lieut. Col. Allen Smith, 1st Inf., was president, 
and Capt. Palmer E. Pierce, 13th Inf., was judge advo- 
cate, for the trial of Henry Cline, a teamster in the 
employ of the U. S. Army. The accused was found guilty 
of murder and assault, and sentenced to be hung. The 
accused, stationed at Paranaque, on or about April 8, 
1901, rode out into the country some three miles, on a 
bicycle, where he saw four small native boys gathering 
grass. With no otner apparent motive than natural 
depravity, he proceeded to shoot these boys with his 
revolver, severely wounding three and killing the fourth. 
The sentence was appr.ved by General Chaffee. 


G. O, 2440, AUG. 29, DIV. OF PHILIPPINES. 

Publishes the proceedings of a military commission 
at Angeles, Pampanga, Luzon, of which Capt. Augustus 
C. Macomb, 5th Cav., was president, and Capt. George 
H. Caneron, adj. 4th Cav., was judge advoca for the 
trial of George A. Raymond, an American, formerly a 
private in the 4ist Inf., U. S. V., wh. was found guilty 
of robbery, murder and rape, and was sentenced to be 
hung on Sept. 27, 1901. In approving the sentence. Gen- 
eral Chaffee says: “In the foregoing case it appears 
that this accused, George A. Raymond, formerly a pri- 
vate in the 4ist Inf., .. after muster out repaired 
to the Province of Pampanga, where collecting arcund 
him a few of his ex-comrades he sought to organize a 
band of outiaws. In pursuance of this plan on May 9, 
1901, at the barrio of Manabaug, near Angeles, in c.m- 
pany of two of his band, armed with revo.vers and a 
rifle, and he himself in the uniform of a U. 8. officer, 
robbed a peaceful inhabitant, Jose de Jesus, of two 
saddles and bridles and three horses. On May 9, 1901, 
in the night time, he forced his way into the house and 
bedroom of a respectable native g.ri at Amsic, and rajxd 
and ravished her, and on May 7, 1901, near Florida 
Blanca, Pampanga, while riding in an assumed friendly 
relation with an ex-comrade, Henry Bohn, he cruelly 
and treacherously shot him to deaih fir the purpose of 
rcbbing him o. his final pay as a soldier. The depravity 
and dangerous criminal propensities of accused involving 
in the short space of three days the robbery of a help- 
less native, the licentious violation of a respectable girl 
and the treacherous assassination of a c.mrade from 
motives of pure avariciousness, can call for but one 
fitting penalty.”

It has been brought to the atfention of these head- 
quarters that in the disprsition of the effects of de- 
ceased soldiers such articles of personal property as 
Wwatcnes, trinkets, etc., have been sold, and that valuable 
private papers have been either included amone the 
articles sold or not accounted for. Complaints to the 
War Department of such action are being made by rela- 
tives and heirs who have not been enabled to make 
timely claims for such effects. Watches and trinkets and 
private papers will be sent to the Adjutant General cf 
the Army for transmission to the Auditor of the War 
Department, U. S. Treasury.

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A GOOD WORD FOR THE STAFF. 


In-a chapter on our unpreparedness for war in his vol- 
ume, ‘“The Spanish-American War,” ex-Secretary Alger 
tells us that “more than 100,000 veterans of the Civil War 
—wearers of the blue and wearers of the gray—plead- 
ed for an opportunity to serve the re-established Union, 
and a million men offered themselves when 125,000 had 
been called for. Altogether, with the Regulars and Vol- 
unteers, approximately 275,000 men had to be mustered 
in, equipped, organized and mobilized. Restricted as it 
had been for over thirty years to the demands of a 
peace establishment, the governmental machinery was al- 
together inadequate to meet this emergency. The War 
Department had been unable to do anything in the way 
of accumulating material for offensive war; none of tne 
bureaus had on hand reserve supplies. War was prac- 
tically declared when Minister Woodford was given his 
passports at Madrid, April 21, 1898, and it was so stated 
in the act of April 25, making a formal declaration of 
war. Yet up to April 23 the Quartermaster, Commis- 
sary, and Medical departments had been forbidden to take 
any steps outside of their customary routine, and the 
Ordnance, Engineer, and Signal Corps Bureaus had been 
allowed only one month-and a half for preparation. The 
personnel of the Staff Department was as inadequate as 
their material, and still further to cripple them commis- 
sions for line service were given to some of their most 
experienced and efficient officers. The supply of modern 
small arms was, for example, barely sufficient to meet the 
requirements of the increased Regular Army and the 
265,895 men were dependent on the 45-caliber Spring- 
fields. There was no smokeless powder ammunition, nor 
was any immediately obtainable, as the Government did 
not manufacture it. The State militia, which were sup- 
posed to be ‘armed and equipped as the law directs,’ were 
so poorly provided that many brought into camp nothing 
but ignorant enthusiasm, and no less than 100,000 
Springfields, the only gun obtainable, had to be issued to 
Volunteers who were supposed to be well armed. The 
supply of tents was grossly inadequate, and duck of the 
Government standard could not be obtained then. Khaki 
clothing suitable for the climate in which we had to 
operate was not to be obtained in the United States and 
there was no establishment here familiar with its manu- 
facture.” 

The ex-Secretary puts the responsibility for this condi- 
tion of things upon Congress, which had refused to make 
the appropriations asked for by the Departments, and in- 
stead of preparing in peace for war had persistently fol- 
lowed the policy in peace of preparing for more peace. 
Imposing upon our legislators the full measure of their 
responsibility for the disgraceful condition of unprepared- 
ness with which we met the emergency of war, we must 
still hold that the War Department is not to be alto- 
gether acquitted of blame, except so far as its sins of 
neglect are to be ascribed to the Congressional pressure 
for economy. ‘The Secretaries of War from 1870 to 1897 
appeared to vie with one another in their effort to strip 
our supply departments to the bare bones. 

During the administration of Secretary Lamont this 
process of retrenchment reached its final extreme. Trans- 
portation was cut down below the current necessities of 
the troops in time of total inactivity; pack trains gath- 
ered at the expense of much care, and made effective 
through systematic training at the hands of experts, were 
broken up, the packers dispersed and the mules sold, 
while ambulances, wagons and mules, held to be surplus 
under a rigid rule of retrenchment, were disposed of at 
auction for a trifle. The supply of clothing, camp and 
garrison equipage, which had theretofore been maintained 
at the standard of two years’ supply, was allowed to 
dwindle down until it was barely suflicient to meet cur- 
rent necessities. 

When it became apparent that war with Spain was 
inevitable, the chief of a supply department repeatedly 
asked for instructions as to the number of men to be pro- 
vided for, and when it was finally apparent that Con- 
gress was about to act he was informed by the Secretary 
of War that provision for 25,000 additional soldiers 
would be sufficient. Within a few days Congress had 
added 25,000 to the Regular Army alone, and called for 
274,000 Volunteers in addition. Clothing, equipage and 
transportation were not to be had by merely advertising 
for them, and properly trained pack mules and packers 
could not be obtained for the asking, and it was impos- 
sible to secure at short notice a sufficient supply of arti- 
cles needed for Army purposes and not to be found in or- 
dinary use, and there were few establishments that could 
manufacture them. 

That our supply departments accomplished what they 
did under these discouraging circumstances is one of the 
marvels of energetic and skillfully directed action. The 
results they achieved would have been impossible but for 
the presence in our staff corps and at headquarters in 
Washington of men accustomed to the direction of the 
titanic energies of the Civil War, when a million men 
were under arms and 20,000 men were transported in 
eight .days nearly a thousand miles across the Continent. 
The organization of our Staff Department at the out- 


break of the Spanish-American War was, it should be 
remembered, the same as at the close of the Civil War, 
when it had reached the highest state of efficiency. Let 
us improve it if we can, but do not let us deprive it of 
the credit that is due to it for marvelous achievement. 
Whatever the organization of our Executive Departments 
may be, they are powerless without the concurrence of 
Congress in their efforts to provide against a recurrence 
of the unfortunate experiences at the outbreak of the 
Civil War and again at the commencement of the Span- 
ish-American War. The President and the Secretaries 
should unite their energies, as they undoubtédly will, to 
convince a reluctant and skeptical Congress that the 
largest expenditure is oftentimes the truest economy.

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PROSPECT FOR NAVAL INCREASE. 

The outlook at the present time for a large naval in- 
crease for the next fiscal year, is we regret to say, not 
very encouraging. The Navy is a house divided against 
itself. The replies received from officers in response to 
Secretary Long’s request for opinions on the majority 
and minority reports of the Board of Construction on 
the design for battleships, furnish him with no guide as 
to any definite conclusions upon whicn he could make 
his recommendations to Congress. A large majority of 
the officers who have given written opinions on the ques- 
tion have either favored some points in both of the re- 
ports, or have been about equally divided as to the merits 
of the different designs. It now seems evident that two 
reports will be sent to Congress, which, of course, means 
that neither one of them will be adopted. 

As to the two designs under discussion officers of the 
Navy are agreed that either one of them is superior to 
any battleship design ever made for this or any other 
country in the world. Even those who favor one or the 
other design are willing to admit that the one they do not 
approve of is better than anything heretofore presented 
for the consideration of the Navy Department. As, how- 
ever, neither side is willing to yield to the other it is prob- 
able that two reports will go to Congress and another 
deadlock follow as in past years. Only recently a lead- 
ing member of the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
called at the Navy Department and gave the strongest 
advice in favor of an agreement among the members of 
the Board of Construction. He gave it as his opinion 
that if two reports were sent to Congress there would be 
little chance of any appropriation being granted for naval 
increase. 

It is easy to see why the majority of the Board of Con- 
struction is unwilling to give way to the minority, espe- 
cially when the commanding officer of the Kearsarge, 
which is fitted with turrets, now reports 
against battery installation of this kind and favors the 
majority’s plan for ordinary turrets. Many capable offi- 
cers of the Service have come out strongly for the plan 
of the minority; in fact, it is said, that a slight majority 
of the answers thus far received have been favorable to 
this design. These are the facts in the case, but the re- 
sults of such a disagreement if it should be carried as 
far as the sending of two sepurate reports to Congress, 
will be of incalculable harm to the Navy. What we need 
now is more large ships and more officers to care for 
them. These, as we see the question, are the two most 
crying needs of the Service at this time, and, as it is 
admitted by all that either of the designs is excellent, we 
advocate that one or the other be settled upon, so that the 
Service as a whole will not be made the sufferer. Pos- 
sibly the Secretary will, himself, seiect one or the other 
report for recommendation to Congress. Such action on 
the part of Mr. Long would be very gratifying and would 
relieve the Navy of what now promises to be a very 
harmful situation. We hope that the Secretary will 
take such a stand, as it is clearly his duty to do. If he 
is not able to decide a technical question of this sort how 
can he expect Congress to do so? 


OUR NAVAL ENGINEERS. 

Engineer-in-Chief Admiral Melville, in his annual re- 
port, of which we gave a brief synopsis last week, has 
some trenchant things to say in regard to the condition 
and prospects of his corps. ‘Numerous critics,” he tells 
us, “have even gone so far as to suggest that a separate 
Engineer Corps is again a necessity, and that the time is 
opportune for the enactment of such legislation.” He 
adds: “Such a suggestion cannot be entertained at the 
present time, for I believe that it only requires a more 
liberal and different interpretation of the Personnel law 
to secure many of the advantages that were contem- 
plated by its originators. I am simply stating a fact 
when I assert that the number of trained and expert 
engineers in the Navy is being steadily reduced. The 
practical working of the amalgamation scheme thus far 
has been, in great part, to take the junior half of the old 
Engineer Corps and transfer them to line duties. 

“The work is too important and the needs of the future 
too great to depend upon individual effort to secure suf- 
ficiently numerous and trained officers for such duties. 
Herein has been the radical weakness of the system that 
has been pursued since the passage of the Personne! bill. 
The failure to establish systematic methods for main- 
taining engineering efficiency was anticipated by earnest 
friends of the Navy during the discussions attendant on 
the passage of the Personnel bill. * * * As the prop- 
osition was one which had been indorsed by the Secretary, 
and even commended by the President, it was presumed 
that the whole influence of the Navy Department would 
be exerted in improving the status of engineering. It was 
certainly expected by the Naval Committees of the 
House and Senate that the Department by regulation 
would provide for the engineering needs of the future; 
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otherwise this need would have been carefully taken into 
consideration in the framing of the measure. 

“For every three commissioned officers taken from the 
engine room and transferred to deck only one commis- 
sioned officer from deck has been sent below. ‘his does 
not completely describe the extent of the depletion in the 
engine-room supervision. The officers sent from the 
engine rooms were transferred to the deck for permanent 
duty, while in most cases the junior officers transferred 
from the deck have only done engine-room duty for short 
periods. 

“Warrant machinists are not altogether fitted by pre- 
vious training or experience to take charge of an im- 
portant department of the ship. Their successors, in 
many instances, were petty officers whose experience at 
sea was very limited. The gain in the engine rooms from 
this source has been more apparent than real. If, how- 
ever, warrant machinists are competent for such duty, it 
may be pertinent to inquire why the boatswains and gun- 
ners, who are also warrant officers, are not equally com- 
petent to carry on the routine deck duty. 

“During the past year the disablement of torpedo boats 
has been of such frequent occurrence that the majority of 
the boats have been under repair a great part of the time. 
In my opinion the machinery of the torpedo-boat craft 
would not be in its present deplorable condition if en- 
gineer officers of experience had been detailed for super- 
visory duty in connection with the boats. It is strikingly 
significant that the decrease in machinery efficiency has 
been most marked in the case of the torpedo boats. With 
this type of craft it has been attempted to practically 
maintain the machinery in operation without the super- 
vision of trained engineer officers. With such a system 
in operation it is not surprising that inefficiency should 
be the rule. 

“The difference between an efficient and _ inefficient 
ferece on board a warship was shown at the battle of 
Santiago. The crowning act of that victory was the 
overtaking of the Colon by the Oregon. In this chase a 
battleship of 16-knots manned by an _ efficient 
engine-room force, overtook a 20-knot armored cruiser 
whose motive power was inefficiently handled, since only 
about one-half the boiler power was develoned on board 
the Colon that could have been secured by a skilled force 
of mechanics and firemen directed by a trained and edu- 
cated complement of engineer officers. 

“The Bureau has reason to eventually expect efficient 
service from the young line officers sent to engineering 
duty if such junior officers are made to understand that 
promotion only awaits those who qualify in this direc- 
tion. The greatest good that must come from such de- 
tails will be manifest in the future. It cannot be ex- 
pected that immediate results will be secured from this 
change in the future engineering training of the naval 
personnel. Satisfactory progress can only be secured by 
development. The experience of the cadet engineer sys- 
tem, whose abolishment cannot be too deeply regretted, 
showed that a perfected system of training engineer of- 
ficers could only be secured by progressive experience and 
observation. 

“As the paramount purpose of these details must be to 
secure an engineering personnel for the future, I strongly 
advise that a large contingent of the junior officers be 
sent to the various Navy Yards and to other stations 
engineering instruction and experience can be 
secured. These junior officers should be detailed for en- 
gineering work exclusively. Any system of training 
which will permit the unattractive and difficult features 
to be avoided will make for future inefficiency. 

“When the Personnel law went into effect we had an 
engineering corps that was recognized as the equal, if 
not the superior, of that possessed by any other naval 
power. This efficiency was secured because the junior 
officers of the old Engineer Corps had been taught the 
lesson that to attain success much disagreeable work nad 
to be done and many unpleasant duties performed. Those 
who are to succeed to the duties of the old Engineer of- 
ficers must be taught the same lesson of interesting them- 
selves in the difficult as well as the attractive work of 
the profession. 

“It would be well for thoughtful naval officers to com- 
pare our work in training an engineering personnel for 
the future with efforts that are being made by other naval 
powers. Is the engineering course at Annapolis com- 
parable with that given the British engineering cadets at 
Keyham? Are we in advance or behind other nations in 
systematically training the petty officers and stokers of 
the engine-room force? 

“Either the junior officers of the line must be com- 
pelled to take up this work, or public sentiment will de- 
mand that the warrant officers be advanced to official po- 
sitions commensurate with duties imposed upon them. 

“Since the Nation is about to spend $7,000,000 in 
buildings and appliances for the rehabilitation of the 
Naval Academy, it would seem as if the establishment 
of an engineering experimental laboratory in connection 
with that institution would be exceedingly necessary and 
appropriate, and that the present is an exceptional time 
to embrace advantageous conditions. With the cheerful 
co-operation upon the part of the Bureau of Navigation, 
under whose cognizance the Academy is placed, it is pro- 
posed to erect and equip a building which will be of sub- 
stantial worth to the Navy as well as to the engineering 
world. As a post-graduate course of engineering will un- 
doubtedly soon be established at the Naval Academy, 
there will be justification for an experimental station at 
the institution for this purpose alone.” 

On other subjects Admiral Melville reports as follows: 

“Some of the engineering questions which need elucida- 
tion by experiment were given in my last annual report. 
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The liquid fuel tests are progressing. There are other 
important questions which should be investigated, but by 
reason of the lack of a properly equipped experimental 
laboratory such research must be postponed. It is urg- 
ently requested that some immediate relief be afforded the 
bureau as regards the insufficient space now available for 
turning out perfected and detailed plans for the ma- 
chinery for naval purposes. 

“At the Portsmouth Navy Yard all the buildings are old 
and unsuited to the needs of the bureau. An entirely new 
set of buildings should be provided. One hundred thous- 
and dollars is asked to put the steam-engineering shops at 
this yard in proper condition as a modern engine building 
and repair plant. 

“When the changes and repairs now in progress have 
been completed and some additional tools obtained, the 
shops at the Boston Navy Lard will be well adapted for 
all classes of work.” 

The buildings at the Norfolk Navy Yard, taken to- 
gether, are believed to be unexcelled for their purpose by 
any in the world. 

With a moderate expenditure for some additional 
power tools, the yard at Pensacola could be placed in 
condition to do nearly all kinds of repair work. 

The demands made on the steam-engineering shops at 
the naval station at Cavite have long so greatly exceeded 
their capacity that a large amount of work has been done 
at the private yards in the neighborhood and at Hong 
Kong at great delay and ruinous expense. 

It is important that the proposed naval station at 
Olongapo, in the Philippines, be provided with a full as- 
sortment of shops and tools of size and number adequate 
to make any repair to the machinery of any vessel of the 
Navy, as it is essential that for the efficiency of itg filet 
the Government possess a fully equipped, up-to-date build- 
ing and repair yard in these islands. 

It is recommended that $250,000 be appropriated for a 
building to be used for an experiment station and testing 
laboratory at the Naval Academy, in the Department of 
Marine Engineering and Naval Construction. 

Young line officers should be given the opportunity, 
under the present naval inspectors, to get the exnerience 
necessary to enable them to become efficient inspectors of 
materials for the guns, machinery and hulls of the ships 
they may be called upon to fight. 
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NAVY CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 


The annual report of the Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair of the Navy shows these increases 
in the estimates of money required for the bureau for 
the fiseal year ending June 30, 19038: 

For salaries, an increase of $4,200, not to provide for 
an enlarged force, but to permit a transfer from the rolls 
to the civil establishment. For the construction and re- 
pair of vessels at navy yards and on foreign stations, the 


purchase of stores, materials and machinery and the 
proper performance of general work in the line of con- 
struction and repair, an increase of $2,000,000. For 
oisting apparatus needed at New York and Cavite, for 
wo coal lighters for use at Mare Island and for four 
ugs for general use at navy yards, $430,000. 

The appropriation of $17,303,010 required for the bu- 
reaus of Construction and Repair and Steam Engineering 
for the year ended June 30, 1903, is the estimated amount 
required to be appropriated for work on new vessels au- 
thorized by Congress for “Increase of the Navy, construc- 
tion and machinery.” 

Progress upon new vessels under construction has been 
delayed during the past fiscal year by strikes and by de- 
lays in the delivery of armor and steel forgings, so that 
al! ships and torpedo boats under construction are more 
or less behind their contract time of completion. 

Owing to the fact that the capacity of the manufac- 
turers of armor is insufficient to provide the amount of 
armor required for the five battleships of the Virginia 
class and the six armored cruisers of the Pennsylvania 
class within the period allotted for their construction, 
there is a probability that the completion of those vessels 
will be delayed for two years. Under the present system 
of purchase of armor, the responsibility for such delays 
rests with the Government and renders it liable to suits 
for damages. On this account, and because of economy 
it is of importance that the delivery of armor should be 
adequate to the most prompt work. 

The reports of the superintending naval constructors 
at the works of the various ship contractors show in de- 
tail the condition of each vessel under construction, in- 
cluding the repairs and alterations to vessels made at 
navy yards and stations. 

The production of nickel steel for protective decks has 
kept pace with preceding years, and reached a total of 
about 5,130,000 pounds. The improvement in surface 
and in characteristics upon pnysical and ballistic tests 
have been fully maintained, and little difficulty is being 
experienced in procuring nickel steel of high cnaracteris- 
tics in whatever quantity may be required. 

The bureau recommends for construction six sailing 
vessels of about 1,900 tons displacement—two for the 
Pacific coast anu four for the Atlantic coast—to be used 
in the training of apprentices and landsmen. The de- 
signs for these vessels, already submitted to the Depart- 
ment, are based upon those of the most successful sailing 
frigates. The estimated cost is $350,000 each, complete, 
except armament. The use of these vessels will prove not 
only the most efficient, but certainly the most economical 
method of training boys and men for the seaman branch 
of the enlisted force. s 

The report also recommends the construction of two 
small wooden sailing brigs to be used for exercise, one 
at the training station, Newport, R. L, and one at the 
training station, San Francisco, Cal., to cost $50, 
each. 

lhe additional naval stations authorized and the com- 
pletion of the new dry docks under construction will re- 
quire four additional tugs. 

Progress has been made toward the standardization of 
ship fittings, and in this undertaking the bureau has had 
the codperation of the shipbuilders. ; 

Experience with vessels in commisson fitted with fire- 
proofed wood, as well as the tests conducted by the bu- 
reau, showed that there was no practical advontaze 
gained by the use of fireproofed deck planking, or by the 

. of fireproofed wood below protective decks, and also 
that owing to the absorptive qualities of this wood its use 
was objectionable in those locations. The use of fire- 
proofed wood in the Navy has been dispensed with, ex- 
cept for such necessary joiner work as may be used 
above protective decks and on torpedo boats. _ 

By dispensing with the sheathing and coppering of three 


battleships of the Virginia class and three armored cruis- 
ers of the Pennsylvania class a saving will be effected of 
about $1,000,000 and the durability of the vessels will be 
increased. , 

On account of strategical and economic considerations, 
it is necessary that the Navy should have a dry dock in 
the Philippines at the earliest possible moment. The 
maintenance of the Asiatic fleet requires the use of a dry 
dock under the control of the United States, and as the 
location and construction of a naval station in the Phil- 
ippines, with suitable graving docks, is a matter neces- 
sarily involving considerable time, this bureau recom- 
mends the use for the present of a capacious floating 
dock, which can be utilized wherever it may be required. 
In view of emergency use in this connection, the Depart- 
ment purchased the floating dry dock in Havana, built 
in England for the Spanish Government. Kxamination 
shows this dock to be in very good order, and, within 
the limit of the sum appropriated by Congress for its 
purchase, it can ve placed in condition for use up to its 
full capacity of docking vessels up to 10,000 tons displace- 
ment. For vessels of smaller size it has been in continu- 
ous us® in Havana, and full information concerning it 
has already been submitted to the Department. It is 
recommended that this dock be sent at once to Ulongapo, 
in Subig bay, where it can be immediately used to great 
advantage. 

The officers of the Corps of Naval Constructors are lim- 
ited by law to 40 in number. This number is inadequate 
to present needs and should be increased. It is desirable 
that the regular process of recruiting the corps should be 
gradually continued by the yearly addition of two or 
three new appointments. It is recommended that Con-. 
gress be asked to increase the limit of the corps from 
forty to sixty. ad 

The work devolving upon the bureau’s staff in the de- 
sign of new vessels, the supervision of vessels under con- 
struction, and the administration of repair work has 
texed it to its utmost capacity under present conditions. 
These conditions have been aggravated by the lack of 
space in the Navy Department building. 

The number of carpenters now afloat is barely ade- 
quate to the needs of the Service, and the number on 
shore duty is entirely inadequate for the necessities of 
this bureau. The bureau recommends that, as soon as 
the demands upon the time of naval constructors and 
chief carpenters will permit, a school for the instruction 
of carpenters’ mates should be established. 








It has developed this week that Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles in his annual report for this year strongly recom- 
mends that no action be taken to have the law prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquors at Army canteens repealed until it 
has been given a further triu'. General Miles has in 
the past been strongly in favor of the canteen, and his 
friends are rather surprised that he should have made 
such a recommendation, especially in view of the reports 
which have been received everywhere in the Army 
showing the harm done the Service by the existing law. 


Advices from Manila indicate that there will be no 
temporizing with the rebels who massacred a party of 
American soldiers in Samar last month. General 
Hughes. commander of the district, has instituted a 
relentless campaign against the outlaws and will be 
supported by Colonel Goodsell, M. C., and 300 marines 
from Manila. Several bodies of American troops are 
working along the coast of Samar, the work in the in- 
terior is being pushed by the Macabebe who did such 
effective service in Luzon, and the whole movement 
is so vigorous that thousands of the insurgents are flee- 
ing to neighboring islands. The American soldiers are 
resolved that they shall not be trapped again. They 
have their guns within reach even when they sit down 
to their meals, and are ready for business on a moment's 
call. There will be no further trouble in Samar after 
the present campaign is closed.

One of the most impressive services ever held on board 
a man-of-war, says The Sea Gull, a paper published on 
board the U. S. S. Iowa, Sept. 25, at Panama, was that 
held on board the Iowa, Thursday, Sept. 19—the day and 
the hour of the last sad rites at Canton, Ohio. The ser- 
vices were held on the quarter deck, the whole ship’s 
company were seated on benches, all the officers were 
present, and the full band. The officers of H. M. S. 
Icarus, the U. S. Consul General and Vice Consul (Gen- 
eral, were also present. The band played two beautiful 
funeral marches, one at the opening and one at the 
closing of the services; an improvised quartette sang 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee,” in a very affecting manner, 
and all present joined in singing “Rock of Ages” and 
“America.” Chaplain Tribou delivered a carefully pre- 
pared sermon, which was well received, and the unani- 
mous opinion is that it was an occasion long to be re- 
membered.

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Efforts will be made during the coming session of Con- 
gress to pass a bill establishing a clerical corps of the 
Navy and Marine Corps. The proposed measure author- 
izes the Secretary of the Navy to appoint one hundred 
warrant clerks, who shall have the rank, pay and privi- 
leges of warrant officers. It provides that enlisted men 
shall be eligible for transfer to the clerical one. and 
that the first one hundred warrant clerks appoint under 
its terms who shall have served ten years in the clerical 
service shall be commissioned as chief clerks with the 
pay and allowances of second lieutenants in the Marine 
Corps. It is also provided that all benefits now or here- 
after allowed to chief boatswains, second 1.eutenants, 
warrant officers or enlisted men in the Navy and .u«arine 
Corps shall be extended to chief clerks, warrant officers 
or enlisted men in the clerical corps. 
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The Post of Manila, created by G. O. 190, Headquar- 
ters Division of the Philippines, 1901, is geographically 
and numerically the largest post in the Army. The lim- 
its of the city of Manila constitute the boundary and the 
garrison numbers over two thousand troops. Col. Cham- 
bers McKibbin, 24th Inf., is Post Commander, and Capt. 
Jas. A. Moss, adjutant, 24th Inf., the “kid” regimental 
adjutant of the Army, is adjutant of the post.

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The Universalist General Convention at their meeting 
in Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 23, rejected a resolution in favor 
of the Anti-Canteen law and went on record indirectly 
as favoring the canteen.

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE SCHLEY COURT. 





ADMIRAL SCHLEY AND CAPTAIN CLARK TESTIFY. 


The crucial point in the proceedings of the Schley Court 
of Inquiry was reached on ‘Thursday, when Rear Admi- 
ral Schley himself took the witness stand in his own 
behalf. His testimony was begun on Thursday, Oct. 
24, and concluded on Friday, Oct. 25. We give pre- 
cedence in our report of the proceedings of the Court 
of Inquiry to the testimony of the Admiral and to that 
of Captain Clark of the Oregon. The testimony before 


the Court on the other days of the week follows after. 
In answer to the usual questions Admiral Schley said: 
Having been ordered by the Navy Department to take 

command of the Flying Squadron | proceeded to Hamp- 
ton Roads, Va., and hoisted my flag on board the United 
States cruiser Brooklyn, at that time anchored off the 
Newport News ship works for the purpose of having the 
elevating and rear turret guns installed, the older ones 
having proved defective. There was anchored at the 
same time at Newport News the Massachusetts, which 
has been mentioned in my orders as one of the vessels 
constituting the Flying Squadron. She was tnere for the 
purpose of making minor repairs and also to take advan- 
tage of the calmer and smoother harbor partially to 
clean her bottom, which had become very dirty, the ship 
not having been docked for, | think, quite a year. 

“These duties completed, the Brooklyn and the Massa- 
chusetts took up their positions at Hampton Roads, and 
there 1 found the Texas anchored, and there we were 
subsequently joined by the Minneapolis and the Colum- 
bia, and later these two vessels were detached and sent 
off to the coast of Maine, for the purpose of guarding our 
interests there, which were threatened or which were 
believed to be in danger on account of certain reports 
that were transmitted in certain directions along the 
coast of Maine as to the appearance of Spanish vesseis 
at different places. They were replaced by the New Or- 
leans and the Scorpion, and later we were joined by the 
collier Sterling. 

“During the time we lay at Hampton Roads the squad- 
ron was organized, its commanding officers were brought 
together, the general plan of campaign was thrashed out, 
the disposition to be made of overwater delivery torpe- 
does was thoroughly discussed, and | am inclined to say 
that I found no one of the commanding officers who 
seemed to agree with the other as to what use should 
be made of them. I therefore determined, as happens on 
such occasions, to take the helm myself, and we decided, 
as they were a menace to the squadron, that we should 
simply keep them charged with the war heads below the 
protective decks. 

“I put the squadron on a war footing, established pick- 
ets and patrols and also the masking of lights, which 
were under inspection on several occasions, to ascertain 
how effective and complete it was. At first there was 
some fault found. Later, 1 am glad to say the masking 
was absolutely complete, so that it was. impossible to 
catch them under way, in column, or in line of battle, to 
distinguish any one at more than ordinary distance from 
each other. 

“During this time I had eupinined to all the command- 
ing officers, first, that it was impossible to contrive a plan 
of battle that would meet unforeseen contingencies, that 
the general plan of the squadron would be given to the 
crews in the line of battle, and its general principle 
would be to attack the leading vessels, to concentrate 
fire upon them first in order to obtain the moral effect, 
and secondly to throw them into confusion, making vic- 
tory over them probably very much more successful and 
complete. I did that for the reason that tne oider plans 
of battle had all been to effect centers and rear, result- 
ing in their escape. 1 felt that the attack of tne head of 
a squadron, which was to some extent new, would in- 
volve the destruction of the whole. | think this plan 
was vindicated bv the result of the battle some six weeks 
or two months later.” 

The Admiral then detailed the target practice the squad- 
ron indulged in daily, saying that no day was bad enough 
to powers its continuance. Sub-calibre was used cntively. 
This practice, said the Admiral, resulted in an accuracy 
of fire which was fully demonstrated in the action six 
weeks or two months later. He also said that the squad- 
ron was kept in readiness so far as coal, water and sup- 
plies were concerned. 

After telling of his arrival at Key West on May 18, 
Admiral Schley said: 

“The following morning I went ashore to pay my re- 
spects to Commodore Remey. The Commodore showed me 
a telegraphic despatch from the Secretary of the Navy, 
directing me to proceed with all possible despatch to the 
blockade of Havana. He also showed me a number of 
other despatches, the purport of which 1 remember, but 
not their contents. 

“While I was on shore after having my conference 
with him, several Cuban residents there informed me 
that the province in which Cienfuegos was situated was 
almost thoroughly occupied by Spanish troops, and that 
we had better be careful in any attempt at intercourse. 

“I hastened back to my ship in the afternoon and saw 
the New York approaching. The flagship arrived, salutes 
were exchanged, and I went on board the New York to 
pay my respects and to have a talk with Admiral Samp- 
son over the situation. I found that the Admiral was 
very much worn, and necessarily so. His responsibility 
had been very great and he had had very great trouble 
in keeping his squadron together, and he appeared to me 
as if he was in a great deal of anxiety, which I couid 
readily appreciate. He showed me a number of orders. 
Among them was one deciding upon a division of the two 
squadrons, one for the northern and the other for the 
southern coast of Cuba, in which he was given the pref- 
erence of command. 

“That order stated that under any circumstances I was 
to remain with my command. I asked him which of the 
two squadrons he would take. He said he proposed to 
hold Havana, the northern coast. He also told me that 
wherever I went I was to remember that they were very 
heavily fortified and that his confidential instructions 
(given verbally) were that we were not to risk our bat- 
tleships against the fortified places of the the coast until 
after the Spanish squadron had been disposed of. 

“He told me that the Spanish squadron was somewhere 
in the Venezuelan Gulf, but that it was supplied with 
ammunition and stores destined for Havana, and that 
that was undoubtedly the point which it was to reach. 
He said that his information was that the order to the 
Spanish squadron to reach Havana or some point in rail- 
road communication with it was imperative and that he 
believed and thought that Cienfuegos was the point. 

“We looked over the maps and I must say that I 
agreed with him. I could not imagine that any one who 
had studied the military situation could have supposed 
that Santiago would have fulfilled any of the conditions 
of the instructions. 

“We had quite a talk together. I told him that I had 
been ordered to report for duty to Admiral Remey, and 
that that necessarily meant himself. and that I wanted 
to assure him at the outset that I should be loyal to the 
cause we both represented. Captain Chadwick, who was 
present, I don’t remember whether all the time or not, 
said, ‘Commodore, any one who has known your charac- 
ter would.know that it would be impossible for you to 
be otherwise than loyal.’ 

“T asked the Admiral if he had established any means 
of communication with the insurgents; whether there 
were pilots or whether any locality was known where 
they were to be found. He told me he did not know, but 
that when he got the matter better in hand he wouid 
communicate with me and that he thought it better tor 
me to go off and blockade Cienfuegos as carly as possi- 
ble. I said, ‘Very well, I was very glad, of course, to get 
anywhere.’ 

“That terminated our interview, except so far as it 
related to the a ae allusions of such a visit, 
and I left the flagship and went on board the aes 
to hasten the operations of coaling. While there the Al- 
gonquin came out bringing an order from the Secretary 
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of the Navy to Commodore Remey, directing me to go off 
Havana, I signaled to the Admiral to know whether or 
not he understood that my orders were to go off Havana. 
He replied by a signal that he understood that his com- 
ing to Key West modified my orders and that | should 
be prepared to carry out the order which we agreed upon 
in the afternoon. The ships were coaled with consider- 
able rapidity, and the result was that by morning of the 
19th the Brooklyn had her complement of coal with the 
exception of about 100 tons, and the Massachusetts sig- 
naled that she lacked only 140 tons.” 


THE CIENFUGOS BLOCKADE. 


Admiral Schley identified the telegraph despatch from 
the Navy Department directing a blockade at Cienfuegos 
with the least possible delay and to maintain it as close 
as possible. He continued: 

At this point the witness quoted Admiral Sampson's 
Order No. 5, not failing to point out as he went along that 
in this order the Admiral had said: “I have the situation 
well in hand." 

“Under the direction of that order my squadron got un- 
der way between 7 and ¥ in the morning and started 
westward for Cape San Antonio. Toward 10 or il o'clock 
1 fell in with the Marblehead, well up to the northwest. 
Capt. McCalla asked permission to pass on as is the cus- 
tom when an officer meets his senior. In a little while 
I saw approaching in the direction of my squadron a 
small auxiliary which proved to be the Kagle. McCalla 
had sent the Eagle to intercept him, and had himself 
asked permission to pass on. He had sent the Scorpion 
to meet the Eagle, and the former vessel had reported 
as was recorded in its log. That,’ he said, ‘“‘was all the 
information she gave us. The Kagle passed close enough 
to the Brooklyn to hail her by megaphone. She reported 
that there was no news. | feel as sure about that as if 
it were almost burned into my mind, but after what I 
have heard here | may possibly have been mistaken. 

‘Next morning 1 met the Cincinnati and the Vesuvius. 
No news was reported. Nothing was said about ar- 
rangements to communicate with the insurgents. Tne 
conversation with the Cincinnati was about places tuo 
coal, 

Late in the afternoon of May 20, Schley said, he heard 
Six or seven guns in the direction of Cienfuegos. it 
sounded to him like a salute. The report was so distinct 
that the officer on deck spoke of it. He arrived from 
ten to twelve miles off Cienfuegos that night, sent the 
Scorpion in that night and the next day in the early 
morning the fleet had steamed in and looked into the 
harbor, but it had been impossible to see in. “Il never 
saw any smokestacks there,” he said, “and i was a very 
close watcher from 7 to 8 o'clock in the morning until! 
12 or 1 at night. Very few circumstances escaped me.”’ 

The Admiral said that after this inspection of the har- 
bor he had taken a position with the fleet three or four 
miles out. “| generally,’ he said, “gave the position that 
the squadron was from the beach by the appearance of 
the surf, which ordinarily is not seen beyond six miles, 
except at a very great elevation.” 

“Early on the morning of May 22,” said Admiral 
Schicy, “the Vupont brought me the now celebrated 
‘Dear Schley’.letter. I had forgotten for months, but 
it was brought to my recollection by the fact that the 
Scorpion took away a message in relation to it.” 

Obedient to the despatch he had sent the Scorpion 
east to communicate with the scout boats about the 
Spaniards, “as | was very doubtful about tneir being at 
Santiago as | think the Admiral was.’ He recalled the 
arrival of the lowa but he did not recollect that she 
brought anything to him in the way of despatches. He 
did recollect, however, that he had gotten letters, among 
others, one from his wife. 

Admiral Schley said that he had no recollection what- 
ever of receiving any despatches from the Dupont. Lieut. 
Commander Rodgers gave him an c«cnvelope containing 
only letters 

Coming to the blockade of Cienfuegos, the Admiral ex- 
plained the formation of his fleet there, saying that the 
steaming which had been mentioned in the logs was for 
the purpose of overcoming the effect of a current which 
set directly into the bight. He said the ships were con- 
stantly setting in to the beach, and were obliged almost 
every hour to steam for a mile or two. “And that,”’ he 
said, “accounts for a good deal of what is stated in the 
logs about steaming.” In this same connection the Ad- 
miral said that he had fixed the position of the squadron 
every morning and every afternoon by what is known as 
the four-point bearing 

“At night,”’ he continued, “we had an invariable light- 
house, which was the loom of the city on the clouds, and 
we kept in a general direction on a general bearing. We 
were closer at night, and that,"’ he said emphatically, 
“was the rule of the squadron always; we were closer at 
night at both Cienfuegos and Santiago. The idea of keep- 
ing the squadron in formation during the night or in line 
or battle ready for any emergency was never abandoned 

“By and by,”’ he said, ‘“‘we maintained some- 
times a feigned disorder to invite them out. I thought 
the Spanish squadron was there. I believed it was 
there. We Knew there would be difficulty in getting in, 
as the flagship was of great draught, as were most of the 
other ships. The channel was very crooked and our only 
wish was that they might come out. ‘‘he movements of 
the squadron were rather an invitation to them to do so. 
That was what | felt during all the period of this block- 
ade 

“Lieut. Wood has testified to a conversation which he 
had had with me in relation to the delivery of despatches 
which, for the life of me, | cannot recall and | have a 
good deal of recollection. | am glad to say, very little 
imagination 

“Lieut. Wood was almost prostrated and in a condition 
most pitiable, not from fear, but from exhaustion inci- 
dent to torpedo boat service. I told him if | had my 
way | would advance every torpedo boat officer five num- 
bers. | think he did me injustice in saving | svoke disre- 
spectfully of Admiral Sampson. I never called him Cap- 
tain Sampson. 

“There was no reason why | should have done su. 4 
invariably spoke of him as Admiral Sampson, and I do 
not recall one word of the conversation which he re- 
cites; not one word, | recollect a good many things 
very well.” 

The Admiral 


and 
the arrival of the Hawk on 
the morning of May 23, bringing despatch No. 8 This 
is the despatch from Admiral Sampson which had 
brought the information that the Spanish fleet was prob- 
ably at Santiago, and in which Commodore Schley had 
been told that “if satisfied they were not at Cienfuegos 
to proceed with all despatch to Santiago.”’ 

In this despatch was inclosed the McCalla memoranda 
saying that a good landing place could be secured tair- 
teen and a half miles west of Cienfuegos. 

With regard to Commander Hood's testimony concern- 
ing the delivery of these despatches the Admiral said he 
did not remember, “‘and,’” he went on, “lL ....nk I can 
show you by a memorandum in the official Government 
report, that if he had any verbal orders he forgot to re- 
port them.” 

This memorandum was to effect that Hood had 
said there are a good many not believe 
the Spaniards are there 

“That,’’ said the Admiral, “goes to show 
was not very certain, or that if he had the information 
he did not deliver it to the Commander-in-Chief, which 
was an indiseretion. He seems to have remembered a 
good deal that was said by me, but to have forgotten a 
good deal that he shoyld have done.” | 

“The captain of the Adula,"’ Schley said, 
him that he hau passed lights of seven vessels. This 
he afterward discovered was not. true. Commodor. 
Schley gave as his reason for staying so long at Cienfue- 
gos, or rather not ascertaining sooner that Cervera was 
not there, the difficulty of communicating with the shore 
by reason of the high surf, the withdrawal of McCalla’'s 
squadron, and the failure to inform him of arrangements 
for communication, although he had asked about it. 

The misinformation given by the ‘“‘Adula,"’ and the fact 
that she did not keep her promise to return when allowed 
to go to Cienfuegos, strengthened the impression that the 
Spaniards were there. 

The witness stated that he had seen the signals on 
shore and explained experience in this respect. 
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He said the surf was dangerous there in the dayiime. 
Continuing, Admiral Schley said: 

“Not knowing whether or not there were any insur- 
gents to the west of this place; not having communicated 
to me any idea that there was a system of signals ar- 
ranged with them, thougn { asked the question; the witn- 
drawal of the squadron of Captain mcCalla and the fail- 
ure of Lieutenant Southerland to give me that information 
was wrectly responsible for the delay in communication. 

“To risk a boat through surf on a coast believed to be 
Sous by the enemy, might have repeated Captain Mc- 

allas experiment. He found the coast was pretty well 
occupied. 1 saw cavalry on the coast once or twice. 

i ney appeared for a moment and then got out of 
sight. I thought to waste ammunition on a solitary cav- 
alryman was like wasting big guns on sparrows. | 
wanted to save all the ammunition we ha. for use 
against the enemy’s squadron, which I knew to be some- 
where in the vicinity.” 

“1 did everything that was possible."’ he said, “to as- 

certain if the enemy was there, and | did all the coaling 
there that was practicable or possible. With the l|ater 
experience of the war, and with colliers better able to 
withstand the shock, perhaps, 1 might have coaled on 
days which I then thought too rough. We had a good 
many accidents coaling, as it was.” 
_ “We had,” he continued, ‘‘to solve the problem & coal- 
ing, a problem which has disturbed the navies of the 
world for tifty years, and 1 think we accomplished it 
pretty well. 

“We had a great many accidents about which no men- 
tion has been made because they came after the period 
of time. One of the colliers had to go to New York abso- 
lutely smashed in. he Merrimac had several hoes 
punched through her, and my impression now is a por- 
tion of the upper works of the Sterling was injured in 
some way, but we managed with more experience, to do 
a little better than we did at first. 

“There was always at Cienfuegos a coaling swell, ana 
vessels with projecting sponsons or projecting guns were 
always in danger. I recollect in one case later one of the 
six-pounder guns on the Brooklyn was bent at an angle 
of 30 per cent. by coming in collision with one of these 
colliers. 

When Capt. McCalla arrived, May 27, the Admiral said 
he then heard for the first’ time of the code of signals 
y on for communicating with the insurgents at Cien- 

uegos. 

“Ll was a good deal surprised,”’ said the witness, ‘‘and 
asked who made these arrangements. He said, ‘I did, 
when I was here before.’ I asked why it was not com- 
municated to me. That he did not know, of course. He 
was not answerable for that. I said: ‘Where are those 
fellows?’ He said: ‘I communicated with them when I 
was here last, to the westward some twelve or fourteen 
miles, but they are migratory and they may or may not 
be there.’ 1 said, ‘Go ahead and take up the line of search 
and let me know.’ ” 

The Admiral then told of his sending Captain McCalla 
ashore and of the latter’s reporting about 4 o'clock on 
May 24, he thought, that the enemy was not at Cien- 
fuegos, which fact he had learned by communication with 
the Cubans on shore. 

Admiral Schley stated that his policy had been to keep 
the squadron together as a unit, and addea: 

“I think it will be admitted, in changing the location of 
a squadron from one port to another, that it would be 
unmilitary and unwise to proceed in any other formation 
than as a unit. My impression is that useful auxiliaries 
and necessary supplies never should be abandoned except 
under the very strictest military necessities.”’ 

Admiral Schley spoke of the weather on May 25 as rough 
for the smaller ships. “| remember,” he said, “* that the 
Marblehead carried away one of her booms that was 
alongside on account of the sea; the Vixen tok green seas 
over her bows and badly injured a man. The Eagle filled 
one of her forward compartments. Both of these ships 
constantly dropped astern. The squadron, of course, 
slowed for them. On several occasions the Merrimac sif- 
naled the disarrangement of her steering gear and of her 
engines, necessitating stops. 

“Coaling on the 2th,’ he continued, “‘would have been 
absolutely impossible. I watched the sea perhaps more 
carefully than any one else and was ready to avail of the 
earliest opportunity to take advantage of it, and I felt 
that | was very much more capable and very much more 
competent than any one else in the squadron of judging. 
The sea calmed somewhat on the 26th, but it was still 
dangerous to coal. The signaled that she was 
dangerously short of coal; only a day's supply or 
thereabouts.” 

Speaking of the departure of tae Flying Squadron from 
Cienfuegos, Schley said: ‘‘We steamed southward until 
about 6 o'clock. As for the signals | made, I did not care 
if the enemy saw them or not, but I’m quite sure they 
were not visible on shore."’ 

Of the run from Cienfuegos toward Santiago, Schley 
said he delayed because of the Hagle. “Il felt it was 
unmilitary and unwise to do anything else than keep the 
squadron together as a unit while passing from one point 
to another, and I felt that useful auxiliaries and useful 
supplies should never be abandoned except under the 
strictest military necessity.”’ 

Commodore Schley contradicted Lieut. Comdr. Souther- 
land. “He did not protest against leaving the squadron,” 
said Schley. ‘tHe did not ask to coal that day. He could 
not have coaled.” 

Admiral Schley stated most emphatically that Captain 
Sigsbee did tell him positively that the Spaniards were 
not at Santiago 

Admiral Schley denied that he had ever heard, until the 
other day, of a despatch from Admiral Sampson which 
Captain Cotton of the Harvard was said to have delivered 
to him, saying that the Spanish fleet was at Santiago. 
“Neither my first lieutenant,”’ said the witness; “neither 
my flag lieutenant nor my secretary ever saw it or can 
remember it, and it is a little strange that three persons 
who had access to my papers at all times should have 
failed to remember a despatch of that importance. So 
it is a mistake. I never saw it. I don’t remember it. 1 
have no recollection of it, nor of a good many things 
which I have heard during this investigation.” 

As to his reply to the Department order on which the 
charge of disobedience was based, the Admiral said it was 
unintentionally misinterpreted. As written by the wit- 
ness it read: “It is to be regretted that the Department’s 
erders cannot be obeyed, earnestly as we have all striven 
to that end.” 

TESTIMONY OF CAPTAIN CLARK OF THE OREGON. 

On Thursday, Oct. 25, during the correction of testi- 
Major Murphy told of a speech Commodore Schley 
made while the cutter was preparing to take Captain 
Cook to the Colon to receive her surrender. Addressing 
his men, he cautioned them not to cheer when the Spanish 
Captain came on board. He spoke of their gallantry, that 
they had made a good fight, and that they should not be 
humiliated: that we should treat them chivalrously and 
not humiliate them by cheers. “It was a gallant speech, 
and we all felt it very deeply. The Commodore made the 
same speech about midnight of the same day, when we 
were ranging alongside the Iowa, and we had learned 
that Admiral Cervera and his officers were on board that 
ship. It afterward developed that Admiral Cervera heard 
Commodore Schley make the remark, and he appreciated 
it very much, so we were told.”’ 

Commander Harlow testified that Commodore_ Schley 
looked badly, showed evidence of lack of sleep and looked 
worried when he called on him May 31. He was not nerv- 
ous or excited. This testimony was brought out against 
the protest of Admiral Schley’s counsel. The witness said 
that it was the fire of the Brooklyn that set the Viscaya 
en fire and drove her ashore. The Brooklyn was at no 
time near enough to the Texas during the loop to make a 
collision liable, and the Viscaya made an effort to ram. 

Captain Clark of the Oregon, who was the next wit- 
ness, gave his testimony concerning the part taken by 
the Oregon in the Santiago fight so as to attract the ad 
miration of the Court and the spectators. He testified that 
the Oregon ran between the Iowa and Texas and the next 
ships to the westward in our line, and soon after sighted 
four Spanish ships ahead, apparently uninjured at the

mony, 


and I discovered the Brooklyn. She was well forward of 
our port beam, and broadside to the enemy’s fleet. Her 
course was perhaps a little divergent from ours, because 
the Oregon was attempting to draw up upon the-Teresa. 
But the Brooklyn and Oregon maintained this relative 
position, bow and quarter, approximately to the end of 
the battle, the Brooklyn steaming straight ahead as near- 
ly as 1 could judge, and engaging any and all of the 
Spanish ships, the Uregon endeavoring to come to close 
action with the sternmost one, and when she was driven 
out of action and pointed to the beach, then pushed on 
for the next one ahead, and so on until the entire fleet 
was driven ashore, burning or sinking.” 

The signals from the Brooklyn, recalled by Captain 
Clark, were: “Follow the flag,” “One of our compart- 
ments filled with water,"’ ‘“The enemy’s ship appears to 
have been built in Italy,’’ to which he replied, “She will 
end on the coast of Cuba.’’ He said: “Il also remember 
a signal, ‘Congratulations over the grand victory, and 
thanks for your splendid assistance.’ There were other 
signals made. | have seen the list of them, but these are 
the ones I recollect that made any impression upon me 
a6 ie time. Of my own recollection, 1 cannot recall any 
others.”’ 

When the smoke lifted and he first saw the Brooklyn 
she was engaged with four Spanish ships. “it made a 
deep impression upon me to find her there, and I] felt that 
we should mutually support and sustain each other. |! 
felt that a battleship was needed, and that we were to be 
there together.”’ 

“Was any conversation held between you and the Com- 
modore on board the New York?” 

“A Spanish battleship was reported by Captain Eaton 
of the Resolute. She had arrived off Santiago, and Il 
think he said he had been pursued by her. ‘The Admiral 
did not seem to be impressed by that. He seemed incred- 
ulous, but | remarked that it must be Camara’s fleet; 
that they had arrived there to form a conjunction with 
Cervera’s fleet, but they hed arrived too late. ‘ihe Ad- 
miral did not assent. Finally he said: ‘Well, Clark, you 
will have to go after that ship,’ and, believing as I did, 
that there was really a Spanish vessel there, I said: 
‘Admiral, in war we ought to overpower an enemy if pos- 
sible; why could not the Brooklyn go along?’ He turned 
and said: ‘Certainly, Schley, you go also.’ 

“I then felt that 1 had perhaps assumed too much in 
speaking to an Admiral and suggesting that a Commo- 
dere also accompany me. I turned to the Commodore 
and said: ‘Commodore, we have Knocked out several 
vessels this morning. We can another, can’t we?’ He 
said, ‘Certainly we can. Come on.’ He then started over 
the side and I started after him for my boat on the other 
side. What impressed me was his cheery manner of ap- 
proving of my having mentioned his going, and that he 
had no feeling against me, and was rather approving in 
his manner.”’ 

On cross-examination Captain Clark said that he saw 
the lowa early in the action standing in toward the en- 
trance to the harbor, a little to the westward of the Ore- 
gon. Later he saw her again so near that he feared a 
collision. He did not see her again during the action 
Some time after the Viscaya went ashore, and when only 
the Colon was left of the enemy's vessels the Oregon did 
not fire, and that when she did resume the work only 
the 13-inch guns were used, with the exception of one or 
two shots from the s-inch guns in the forward turret. 

“Did you fire the 13-inch guns in pursuance of a signal 
from the Brooklyn?” Mr. Hanna asked, and the witness 
replied: ‘‘No, the 13-inch guns were fired after a confer- 
ence with officers on board the Oregon. had feared 
damage to the gun mechanism and hesitated to use the 
guns, but decided to do so. if any signal was made from 
the Brooklyn I did not see it and ti was not reported to 
me.”” 

Captain Clark also testified that none of the Spanish 
ships were run ashore or destroyed in the channel as 
provided in the standing squadron orders to close In and 
destroy the enemy in the channel. 

“Was the battle of July 3 contemplated in accordance 
with any squadron orders-previously issued?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Do you know anything about a signal to close up and 
follow flag made by Commodore Schley from the Brook- 
lyn?”’ 

““T remember a signal, ‘Follow flag,’ being made, because 
I ordered it repeated. We did close up.” ; 

The Court asked Capt. Clark the following questions: 

“Did any of the enemy's ships indicate an intention of 
ramming our ships during the early part of the battle?” 

“Not that I know of. I saw nothing of it.” 

“Did you at any time receive an order from either the 
Navy Department or the Commander-in-Chief of the 
North Atlantic Squadron not to expose the Oregon to the 
fire of land batteries?” 

‘No, sir.” 

PROCEEDINGS FROM OCT. 16-23. 

Our report last week of the proceedings of the Schley 
Court of Inquiry closed at that point in Wednesday’s 
session at which Captain Cook and Lieut. Comdr. 
Sears corrected the testimony they had given at pre- 


vious sessions. 

The first regular witness of the day was Comdr. 
ton E. Mason, executive officer of the Brooklyn at San- 
tiago. His estimate of the blockade distance at Cien- 
fuegos was from three to seven miles. The Dupont and 
Castine did picket duty inside the line. The distance at 
Santiago of the Flying Squadron was from four to six 
miles. He had seen Commodore Schiey under fire ‘n all 
the engagements and his conduct, the witness said, was 
“excellent in every particular. He was calm, collected 


and brave.”’ : : 
Narrating the details of the battle of July % Com- 
mander Mason said be gave the order, “Clear ship for 
action.” He asked Captain Cook when he should ccm- 
mence firing. “Fire ‘as scon as you are ready,” was the 
reply. This order he communicated to Lieut Simpson, 
the range given him being 3,500 yards. The first gun, 
the witness thought, was fired close to five minutes after 
the first alarm. He had asked Capt. “ook which way 
he was going to turn and he answered that he was 
going around with port helm. The range at the time 
of turning was about 1,400 yards. After svinging around 
the range went from 2,400 to 2,800 and 3,000 yards. The 
enemy were on the Brooklyn’s port bow when the turn 
was made. After the loop the lowest range was 2,300 
or 2,400 yards. The starboard five-inch guns had_ been 
slightly deranged by previous engangements, rendering 
It difficult to elevate them; but this defect had been 
remedied by the ingenuity of the men, and none of the 
guns was put out of action, though the rapidity of the 
fire was reduced. In reply to a question from Capt 
2arker, Commander Mason said: “The muzzies of three 
of the five-inch guns were swelled, but we fired with 
them and kept on firing, notwithstanding this trouble. 
Answering a number of queries by the Court the wit- 
ness said that beyond sending men_ aloft, and having 
Capt. McCalla go ashore, no effort had been made by 
the Fiying Squadron to determine whether the Spaniards 
were in the harbor of Cienfuegos; that he knew of no 
American ships being between the Brooklyn and the 
Spanish ships when the Brooklyn was turning to star- 
board July 3: that when the Spanish fleet came out of 
the harbcr the Brooklyn was near her regular block- 
ading position, which was 4,000 yards from the Morro; 
that on the voyage from Cienfsiegos to Santiago the 
fleet had been delayed by the smaller vessels, especially 
the Eagle, and that but for those vessels better speed 
could have been made. © 

Lieut. Edward McCauley, Jr., who as Ensign on_the 
Brooklyn was Commodore Schley's signal officer at San- 
tiago, followed. He frequently to refresh his memury 
teferred to a diary in which he had made notes of the 
progress of the war. The witness read a list of the 
signals from the Brooklyn to the fleet on July 3. Attat 
the fight opened they were these: “Enemy is escaping’; 
“clear for action,”” and “close up.’ Her signals to the 
Oregon were: ‘Well done,” at 11:35; “flag of strange 
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vessel seen is Italian,’’ at 12:30, and “she was built in 
Italy,” at 12:35. While chasing the Colon there was 
considerable wigwagging of messages between the Brook- 
lyn and the Oregon. One of these was for the Oregon to 
try her 13-inch guns. After the fight there were signals 
between the Brooklyn and the Oregon and the New 
York and these the witness gave. 

Going back to the Colon affair on May 31, the witness 
speaking of the signals from the Massachusetts, the 
Commodore’s flagship that day, said he did not remem- 
ber a signal being given to the ships, “‘not to go in 
any closer.” 

As to the battle of July 3, Mr. Rayner asked: 

“What was the conduct and hearing of Commcdoie 
Schley on the day of the battle?” 

“Perfectly cool and steady.” 

“Did he make any encouraging remarks on 
to the officers of the ship that you heard?” 

“He said, ‘Give ‘em hell, bullies.’ ” 

“Did he say that more than once?” 

“Yes, sir; several times.”’ 

This report of the Commodore's profanity was made 
in such a serious and grave manner that it called out a 
roar of laughter, even the Court and Admiral Schley 
relaxing their dignity considerably. 

Asked whether any other incident in the battle showed 
that Commodore Schley was not laboring under great 
mental excitement, the witness said: 

“When Ellis was killed another 
picked up his body and started to throw it overboard. 
The Commodore saw us and said: ‘Don't throw him 
overboard. Cover him up with something.’ ”’ 

Eliis was standing, the witness said, about 15 feet 
from the Commodore. “On his own hook," the witness 
said, he had hoisted the signal on July 3, “Clear ship 
for action,”’ and, reporting his action to the Commod cre, 
he had been told by him to hoist, “Close up.’’ 

Not until after the Brooklyn's signal to the Oregon to 
use her 13-inch guns, said Lieut. McCauley, had the 
Oregon begun to use those guns. He did not recall any 
response the Oregon had made to the signal. 

Mr. Hanna called attention to an entry in the signal 
books «f the Brooklyn and the St. Paul of a message 
for Admiral Sampson. It appeared that, as received 
by the St. Paul, the signal was as follows: “If Sampson 
comes here, tell him that half the squadron is out of 
coal and that the engine of the collier is broken down.” 
Upon reading the entry of this signal Lieutenant Mc- 
Cauley said that it ran: “If Sampson comes here, tell 
him half of the squadron is short of coal." He said, 
however, that the word “‘short’’ was very indistinct. 

The signal to “close up” had, the witness said, re- 
mained flying “until we discovered the Oregon on our 
quarter.”” Several of the ships had their answering 
pennants flying; he remembered especially that the 
Oregon had, but could not recall the ships which made 
no response. 

Lieut. McCauley was succeeded by Lieut. Charles Web- 
ster who was a watch officer on the Brooklyn at San- 
tiago. The night blockade distance at Cienfuegos he 
placed at seven or eight miles with picket boats inside 
the line; at Santiago, about four or five miles both day 
and night. Asked if he had seen any suspicious move- 
ments on shore at Santiago during the evening of July 
2, the witness replied: “I remember being on deck on 
July 2 and seeing columns of smoke rising and appar- 
ently moving, as though vessels were steaming in the 
harbor.”’

Webster gave a brief account of the battle of 
July 3. He said that when the signal was given to clear 
ship for action the Texas and the Iowa were a little 
abaft cf the Brooklyn's beam. When the engines were 
started the Brooklyn had headed directly toward the 
harbor, the helm being changed frequently until after 
firing was begun, when the helm was put hard aport. 
He estimated that the enemy's vessels were 1,400 to 1,600 
yards distant when the Brooklyn began its turn, and 
that after the loop was completed it was 2,300 yards. 

On cross-examination, Capt. Lemly had the witness 
read from the log of the Brooklyn an entry to the effect 
that the Brooklyn had steamed out at night. The wit- 
ness’s recollection of the blockade line at Cienfuegos 
was that it was perpendicular to the shore line. The 
witness said that on July 3 when the Brooklyn's helm 
was put hard aport the Texas was very nearly broad on 
the port bow and the Viscaya perhaps three points on 
the port bow. The Brooklyn was heading nearly west 
when the Colon passed inside the Viscaya. Her range 
then from the Brooklyn, the witness thought, was prob- 
ably 4,500 yards. 

The Court then adjourned for the day. 


SESSION OF THURSDAY, 

During the Thursday session Ensign C. A. Abele, En- 
sign Jas. A. Hand, jr., and Ensign Ralph N. Marble, who 
served as Naval Cadets on the Brooklyn in the Santiago 
campaign, and Medical Director Paul Fitzsimons, who 
was Chief Surgeon of the Flying Squadron at the same 
time, all testified that there was rough weather and a 
heavy surf at Cienfuegos while the Flying Squadron 
lay at that port. 

Lieut. Webster returned to the stand to correct the 
testimony he had given on Wednesday. In reply to ques- 
tions by Mr. Rayner as to the bearing of the Iowa and 
the Texas on the morning of July 3, the beginning of 
the battle, the witness said they bore abaft the star- 
beard beam of the Brooklyn, the Texas being to the 
right of the Iowa. The Brooklyn was headed north or 
north-northwest. Witness had only seen the Oregon 
and the Texas. The smoke of other vessels was visible, 
but not the vessels themselves. 

The first regular witness of the day, Lieut. Ccmdr. 
T. D. Griffin, who was senior watch officer on the Brook- 
lyn, gave details of the Cienfuegos campaign, saying 
that the distance of the blockading line there varied from 
three to seven miles, being furiher out at night. As 
to the conversation between Commodore Schley and the 
commander of the Eagle, the witness said: “I was 
present when the conversation took place, aithough 1 
cannot give the exact words. When the Eagle came up 
astern of the Brooklyn, the Commedore hailed the com- 
manding officer of that vessel and told him in substance 
that he could not delay the squadron any longer on 
his account, and that he wanted him to proceed to 
Jamaica for coal. The commanding officer of the Eagle 
seemed very desirous of remaining with the squadron, 
and expressed sincere regrets at being obliged to part 
company with the Flying Squadron.” 

The bicckading line at Santiago, the 
was a mile or two closer in at night than during the 
day, and on May 29 the fleet stood out three or four 
miles. Picket boats were inside the line, but witness did 
not see them. 

In a conversation prior to July 3 relative to the Brook- 
lyn going to Guantanamo for coal, the Commodore said 
that he had been asked on several occasions if he would 
like to go to Guantanamo, where he could coal quietly 
and give the officers and men a rest from the strain 
of the blockade. He said that his answer was in each 
case that he preferred to remain con the station until 
the Spanish ships came out of the harbor. 

Referring to the message of encouragement sent among 
the men during the progress of the battle, Commander 
Griffin testified as follows: ‘“‘The message which seemed 
to cheer the men below very much was that there were 
three Spanish ships on our starboard beam, all firing at 
us.”’ 

“You don’t know who sent these messages, who gave 
them, do you?” 

I took it for granted—” 

Judge Advocate Lemly here interrupted the witness 
by stating that it did not appear that Commodore Schley 
sent these messages, which brought a statement from 
Mr. Rayner that he would prove, when Admiral Schley 
went on the stand, that the Admiral sent these mes- 
sages of encouragement to the men. 

“Can you speak of the conduct, bearing, and manner 
of Commoedore Schley during the engagement in which 
you saw him?” - 

‘‘He impressed me as being remarkably cool considering

In reply to a question whether the Flying Squauron 
had “proceeded with dispatch” from Cienluegos to San- 
lliago the witness said: “Yes, as a unit, until we made 
the turn to the westward on May 26.

I cannot say 
about the other ships.” 

iensign John Halligan, jr., who served on the Brooklyn 
during the war, in speaking of the engagement of July 
3, said with regard to the Brooklyn's turn that previous 
to that event there was a slight sheer to port. Asked as 
to Comm .-dore Schley’s bearing in the battle, the witness 
said it Was “such as to inspire enthusiasm,” 

Ensign Halligan said that when the Viscaya turned 
toward the Brooklyn, “the Spanish ship bore on our 
Starboard beam, a little forward and was headed to- 
ward us, distant from 2,000 to 3,000 yards.”” He also said 
that there were three of four guns heard at Cienfuegos 
and that these shots were regular. 

i.nsign C. S. Macy, who was a Naval 
Brooklyn, was questioned by the Court: 

“How were the Spanish ships heading while coming out 
of the harbor, with regard to the position of the Brook- 
lyn on July 3?” 

“After clearing the entrance, they headed to the west- 
ward, apparently directly for the Brooklyn, from the 
position she was maintaining on the blockade.” 

Ensign James A. Hand testified that on the day of 
the battle ot Santiago he was at the central station, 
and received from Commodcre Schley and Capt. Cook 
encouraging messages to the men, and that one of these 
from the Commodore was received with a “three cheers 
for the Commodcre.” 

Ensign Ralph N, Marble related a conversation he had 
heard between Capt. Sigsbee and Commodore Schley 
when the iatter came abourd the Brooklyn May 26, off 
Santiago. The Commecdore had asked the Captain, the 
witness said, “Have we got them?’ To this inquiry 
Capt. Sigsbee replied, “‘No; they are not here. 1 have 
been here for about a week. They could not have been 
here umess 1 knew it.”’ 

On cross-examination the witness said he had satisfied 
himself cf the date of conversation by referring to the 
brookiyn’s log. He was not more than seven or eight 
teet from the two officers at the time, and he thought 
he had given their exact words, 

The Court asked the following questions of Ensign 
Marble: 

ina any Spanish ships show a disposition to ram the 
Brocklyn at the beginning of the engagement of July 37?" 

“Yes, sir. One of the ships did not turn as soon as the 
others had headed to the westward.” 

“Did you see the Texas at any time while the Brook- 
lyn was turning to starboard?’ 

NO, SIF; LOO Nuch smcke.” 

How did the Viscaya bear from the Brooklyn when 
she, the Viscaya, starboarded her helm and then ported 
her helm; and what was the Viscaya’s distance from 
the Brooklyn at that time?” 

“The Viscaya, when she first starboarded her helm, 
bore about halt a p.int torward of the starboard beam. 
When she had turned and was headed for the shore, 
she bore between one and two points abaft the beam, 
The distance at that time was about 3,000 yards, as I re- 
member.”’ 

Medical Director Fitzsimons, the last witness of the 
day, testified that it seemed to him at one time the 
Brooklyn was fighting all the Spanish ships alone. 

Dr. Fitzsimons said that he had not seen Commodore 
Schley during the engagement, but that he had met him 
about 1.0 o'clock, soon after its close. “He -was hardly 
able to talk and complained of an irritation in his 
throat from the effects of the smoke. He appeared to 
be exultant over the victory. He was so choked with 
smoke he could hardly make himself understood.” 


SESSION OF FRIDAY, OCT. 18. 

Ensign Marble took the stand to correct his testimony 
and was interogated by Judge Advocate Lemly concerning 
the conversation between Captain Sigsbee of the St. Paul 
and Commodore Schley, overheard by him (the witness) 
when Captain Sigsbee came aboard the Brooklyn off San- 
tiago, May 26. Captain Lemly asked: 

“May not Captain Sigsbee have said ‘I have been here 
about a week and have not seen anything of them,’ or 
words to that effect, meaning the Spanish fleet?” 

“No, sir, as I remember it, he said: “They could not be 
here unless | knew it.’ "’ 

“Under the circumstances, may you not have failed to 
hear all that Captain Sigsbee said?"’ 

“After hearing the conversation which I have given 
Captain Sigsbee and the Commodore walked aft, so Il 
could not hear what was said, and I went below.” 

Lieut. Commander Nicholson, Navigator of the Oregon 
in the Santiago campaign, described the battle of July 3. 
He said that after the action began the Oregon passed the 
lowa and the Texas and that then the only ship ahead of 
the Oregon was the Brooklyn He recalled some signais 
from the Brooklyn during the battie, one at the beginning 
to “close in,’ and another at the close of the engagement, 
saving, “‘Well done, Oregon.” “As for the first signal,” 
said the witness, “it did not influence us, for we were 
already closing in.” 

Commander Nicholson testified that he had never seen 
the Brooklyn and the ‘'exas on the day of the battle when 
they were closer together than a mile or a mile and a 
half. He thought the Oregon was nearer the enemy 
during the chase than the Brooklyn, but the distances 
varied somewhat. At one time the Brooklyn had appar- 
ently turned to head off a turn of the Colon toward Cape 
Cruz.

questions by tbe Court, the witness said 
that the Oregon was in her proper blockading position 
when the Spanish ships started out, that she was about 
feur miles distant and a little eastward to south of the 
Morro and that the distance between the blockading po- 
sitions of the Oregon and the Brooklyn was from three to 
four miles in daytime and less than that at night. The 
relative positions of the American ships when the Spanish 
came out was as follows: The lowa was due 
south, the Texas on her port hand, and the Brooklyn fur- 
ther off to the westward. The Oregon was to the right of 
the lowa and the Indiana in shore to the eastward, with 
the New York in the distance. The flagship was seven or 
eight miles off toward Siboney The Oregon at no time 
passed between the Brooklyn and the Spanish ships while 
the Spaniards were offering resistance, but she did _ pass 
Ix tween the Brooklyn and the Spanish ships as the Span- 
iards turned to go ashore Witness said the Brooklyn 
must have completed her turn when the Oregon changed 
her direction toward the Brooklyn. When the Oregon 
turned with starboard helm during the battle she was 
lving still in the water, and was turned to head off the 
Spanish fleet, and overtook all but the Colon very quickly. 

Passed Asst. Surgeon Charles M. DeValen, who was 
Medical Officer on board the Brooklyn at the time of the 
battle, testified that Commodore Schley'’s conduct and 
bearing during the engagement was all that could be ex- 
pected. He seemed to know what he was about and to 
be doing all that he wished to do. He was in perfect 
cevtrol of the situation 

To Captain Lemly’s question the witness said that he 
had heard Commodore Schley give the order, “Helm hard 
aport,”” and had he ard no one else give it. In response to 
a question he said that he had at that time heard no col- 
loquy or altercation concerning this order.

“Haven't you stated heretofore that you did hear such 
a conversation?” 

“i may have so stated, but I do not now remember and 
cannot repeat anv conversatiun of the kind.” 

Captain Lemly asked: “Did you tell Lieutenant Ward 
in Portsmouth, N. H., on Aug. 6, that you had heard a 
conversation in which the word “Texas’ was used?” 

The witness said that on that date Lieutenant Ward 
had asked him what he would testify to in the case, and 
he had said it was possible that there had been a conver- 
sation about the order for porting the helm of the Brook- 
lyn during the battle, between Commodore Schley and 
Lieut. Commander Hodgson, but the witness said that he 
was unable to repeat it under oath. 

Capt. John L. Hannum, Chief Engineer on board the 
Brooklyn and of the Flying Squadron during the Santiago 
campaign, testified that on May 27 and 28 the horse-power 
of the collier Merrimac was reduced one-third and that 
she could only hobble along at the rate of four or five 
miles an hour. The Brooklyn's most economical s 
was about ten knots, burning from 70 to 7% tons of coal 
a day. Witness was “pretty sure’ that on July 2 all the 
furnaces of the Brooklyn were coaled and ready for light- 
ing. 

Lieut. Thomas F. Carter, Passed Assistant Engineer, 
who was in charge of the main engines of the Brooklyn 
during the Santiago campaign, testified that on the morn- 
ing of July 3 the after main engines were not used. The 
forward main engines were disconnected from the after 
ones and steam was on in three boilers. The engines were 
not at any time during the battle stopped or reversed. 
The witness presented a written memorandum, which he 
had prepared, showing the speed of the Brooklyn during 
the day of battle and indicating a gradual increase from 
il 1-2 knots to 14 knots an hour. 

Lieut. Carter said that the messages of encouragement 
received during the battle were all of general purport, 
“informing us as to what stage of the action had taken 
place; for instance, that a ship had been sunk, had turned 
inshore, or two ships were on fire, etc. Of course, they 
were all enthusiastically received.”” Some of the mes- 
sages were from Commodore Schley, others from Captain 
Cook, and still others from Assistant Engineer Ryan. 

The Court asked the following questions: : 

“When were the fires laid in the boilers that were not 
in use when the battle began on the morning of July 3?” 

“The two after boilers had no water in them. Those 
fires were not laid until after the battle call was sounded, 
but the other boilers not in use did have fires laid. As to 
when they were laid I do not know, but the boilers that 
had water in them had their furnaces charged, and those 
without water were kept uncharged.” 

Ensign W. P. Cronan, who served as signal officer on the 
Brooklyn during the Santiago campaign, testified that on 
May 19, as the Brooklyn was going from Key West to 
Cienfuegos, a message was received from the Scorpion to 
the effect that the Nashville was returning to Key West 
broken down; that the Cincinnati and Vesuvius were pa- 
trolling Yucatan Channel, and that Capt. McCalla re- 
ported that he had seen nothing of the Spaniards at Clen- 
fuegos. When this message was received the witness was 
on the bridge with the Commodore and the Flag Lieu- 
tenant. 

Ensign Cronan also testified that the distance of the 
blockading at Santiago was from three and a half to five 
miles from there and that there were picket boats on the 
inside of the line. After the Brooklyn began her turn on 
July 3 the first of the Spanish ships appeared to be head- 
ing directly toward the Brooklyn, creating the impression 
that either she meant to ram the Brooklyn or the Brook- 
lyn to ram her. This contingency, however, was averted 
by both the Brooklyn and the Spanish ships putting the 
helm to port. At the beginning of the battle the lowa was 
practically on the Brooklyn's starboard beam. 

Carpenter George H. Warford, who was on the Brooklyn 
during the battle of July 3, testified that earily in the 
action the order was passed by a marine orderly, “Stand 
by to ram.” He also said that later, and during the chase, 
he had seen the Vizcaya turn as if to ram the Brooklyn. 

Witness said he had made a personal examination of the 
Brooklyn after the battle, and had found that she had 
been struck thirty times. Commodore Schiey’s conduct 
and bearing during the battle were that of a fearless 
officer. 

J. L. Hunley, who was chief machinist on the Texas 
during the battle of July 3, contradicted the statement of 
Alfred Claxton, a previous witness, that he, Claxton, 
stood at the throttle of the port engine during the battle. 

Lieut. J. P. J. Ryan, who was assistant engineer on the 
Brooklyn on the day of the battle, was standing alongside 
of Yeoman Ellis when Ellis was killed. Ellis was forward 
of the forward eight-inch turret, perhaps about three feet, 
taking ranges. He had a stadimeter in his hand and was 
singing out the ranges. A shell struck him in the face 
and took his head off. Blood spurted out of his neck and 
went all over those around. Witness and others at- 
tempted first to drop his body overboard on account of 
the blood on the deck, but the Commodore said to carry 
him aft, not to throw him overboard, and that he should 
be buried on land.”’ 

“Were you hurt? I mean from Ellis?” 

“Yes; I was scratched in the face and in the neck, and 
a small portion of a bone from his head lodged in my 
breast. It was taken out about three weeks afterward.” 

“Did you see Commodore Schley about that time?’”’ 

“All the time.” 

“What was his manner and bearing, as they impressed 
you?” 

“Admirable, I thought.” 

“Was his position one of danger?” 

“His position was on a little bridge built around the 
conning tower, and he was on the fighting side of the ship 
all the time, as far as I could see.”’ 

“Was that an exposed position?” 

“All the time.” 

Lieut. B. W. Wells, Jr.. who was Commodore Schliey’s 
flag lieutenant in the Santiago campaign, described the 
entire campaign, beginning with the departure from 
Hampton Roads. During the action of May 31 the witness 
saw, during this action, a number of discharges of smoke- 
less powder from the slope to the westward of the en- 
trance. Several shells passed over and dropped near. The 
Commodore at that time made a number of joking re- 
marks about some of the officers dodging. He did not 
dodge. He seemed at that time thoroughly selt-possessed, 
without any perturbation at any time during that action. 

*“‘Was he laboring under any mental excitement at that 
time?”’ 

“None at all that I could see. 
frame of mind.” “ 
Concerning Despatch No. 7, known as the “Dear Schle 
letter, the witness stated that notes on the back of the 
copies presented to him for identification proved that two 
copies of it had been received, the first on May 23 and the 
second on May 24. As to Despatch No. 8, according to the 
receiving stamp imprint, it had been received at 8:15 p, m. 
May 23, and that another copy had been received on the 

following day. 

The a oe definite report to Commodore Schley that 
the Spanish squadron was not in Cienfuegos was received 
about 3:30 or 4 o'clock in the afternoon. Replies were sent 
to Sampson by the Dupont about 7 in the evening. Wit- 
ness first saw the Colon at the entrance to Santiago har- 
bor on the morning of May 2. The Texas suffer some 
injury while coaling on May 27 and 2. He never heard 
Commodore Schley say at any time anything in reference 
to the conspicuousness of his uniform at the time of his 
reconnoissance.

Lieut. Thomas F. Carter, who testified that the two 
fter boilers of the Brooklyn had no water in them when 
e battle began on July 3, changed his testimony so as to 
hake it read: ‘The two after boilers had little or no 
ater in them. Thee Seep were not laid until after the 
attle calls were sounded,” 

Lieut. B. W. Wells, Jr., who was on the stand when the 
ourt adjurned on Friday, resumed his testimony. He 
d not remember the ranges at which the Brooklyn fired 

July 3, but thought 1,100 yards was the shortest. When 
he Viscaya ran ashore the Colon was about 10,000 yards 
head of the Brooklyn and for a time firing ceased. He 
ad received orders to get up a quantity of rapid-fire am- 
bunition. Owing to the character of the coast it was ex- 
ected that the Brooklyn and the Colon would come to 
ose quarters. He was ordered to have this ammunition 
ady to close with Colon and give her a rapid fire when 
ey got close together. He had not seen the Texas when 
ne Brooklyn made her turn. At one time, he said, the 
rooklyn seemed to be alone, engaging three ships. Com- 
odore Schley was thoroughly fearless and self-possessed. 
[At this point Mr. Rayner addressed the Court as fol- 
ws: ‘May it please the Court, we admit that we got 
0. 7 by the Dupont, which joined the Flying Squadron off 
ienfuegos on May 28, 9898, and we admit that we got No. 
by the Hawk and the Marblehead. Now the trouble is

sbee?’ Captain Sigsbee said: ‘No; they are not here. 
ave been here for a week and they are not here.’”’ 
modore Schley also said: ‘Are you sure they are not 
there?’ Sigsbee said, ‘| have been very close to the 
bor entrance two or three times. Captain Cotton has 
pn in and cut a cable, and they are not there.’ ”’ 
he witness heard the conversation between Commodore 
ley and Captain Higginson on board the Massachu- 
ts. Commodore Schley said his idea was to go in about 
or 7,500 yards and fire, simply to draw their fire. 
iptain Higginson acquiesced in that. 
ir. Graham also said that he had not heard Commodore 
iley say aaything about “Potting the Colon’’ when the 
modore went aboard the Massachusetts, May 31, and 
t he was with the Commodore at the time. 
escribing the battle of Juiy 3, Mr. Graham said that 
umodore Schley had gotten to a position in front of 
conning tower as soon as the nose of the first Spanish 
9s appeared. The Brooklyn was at that time pointing 
ost north. Lieutenant Simpson had fired the first gun 
m the eight-inch turret, and, calling to Commodore 
ley, asked: ‘How is that?’ 
o this the Commodore replied, ‘I did not see it, Simp- 
, but keep at it.’”’ 
hen the Brooklyn had completed her turn, the witness 
, the three leading Spanish ships had emerged from 
harbor. Commodore Schley stood all the time on the 
e of the fire so that he could see what was doing. He 
absolutely cool, and sent continuous messages to 
er the men. When Ellis’s head was shot off he wiped 
e of the blood from his own person, and as the men 
ed the body up to throw it over, while the rest of us 
od horrified, he calmly said: ‘Don't throw that body 
r. Take it below and we'll give it Christian burial.’ 
hen the Viscaya went ashore the Commodore went into 
conning tower, and himself called down the tube to 
men below: “They are all gone but one; it all depends 
you boys.’” 
he witness saw the Oregon about the time those on the 
boklyn were “beginning to get scared.’’ The Brooklyn 
8 fighting alone three of the Spanish ships, and the 
gon was seen coming up about the time the Oquendo 
t ashore. Commodore Schley was jovial and good- 
ured and witness did not observe the least trace of 
itement or anxiety, except at one time. That was 
n it looked as if the Colon might get away. He ex- 
ssed fear that that might occur, and seemed much con- 


cerned. He discussed with Captain Cook the advisability 
of stopping to couple his engines before dark, fearing that 
if postponed until later the Spaniard might get away. 

Mr. Graham was present at a conversation between 
Captain Evans and Commodore Schley in the Commo- 
dore’s cabin on the Brooklyn, July 5. “When Evans came 
in, the first thing he said was: ‘Schley, did you see Jack 
Philip run away with the Texas?’ and Commodore Schley 
said: ‘No. neither did you.’ ” 

Admiral Dewey, addressing counsel—One moment. 
Philip is not present, you know. 

The question of the admissibility of evidence as to what 
Captain Philip d.u or said provoked a controversy among 
counsel, and the Court finally ruled as follows: 

“The Court decides that the questions intended to im- 
pugn the credibility of a witness; intended to prove any 
point regarding the movements of the Brooklyn during 
the battle of July 3; intended to prove any statements 
made by Commodore Pohley. or conversations held with 
Commodore Schley, which have a material bearing upon 
the matters designated by the precept, are admissible, 
provided such conversations or statements occurred in the 
presence of and within the hearing of the witness.” 

Mr. Graham then continued his statement: “Captain 
Evans came into the cabin. I sat at a round table in the 
center. Commodore Schley got up and shook hands with 
corte Evans, and the latter said: ‘Schley, did you see 
Philip turn around and run out of the fight?’ The Com- 
modore said: ‘No; neither did vou. He did not run out of 
the fight.’ Captain Evans said: ‘Oh, yes he did. I saw 
him.’ Captain Evans said he was in the next ship and 
saw him. The Commodore said: “It was not the Texas at 
all. The Texas was in the fight all the time, The ship 
you saw turn around was the Brooklyn.’ " 

Mr. Graham said, in reply to questions by the Court, 
that during the conversation between Captain Sigsbee and 
Commodore Schley, the Squadron had been heading to- 
ward Santiago, and that during the battle of Santiago he 
had heard no conyersation hetween the Commodore and 
Lieutenant Hodgson. This completed Mr. Graham's direct 
testimony and he was not cross-examined. 

Dennis J, Cronan, who was orderly to Commodore 
Schiey during the Santiago campaign, saw Captain Sigs- 
bee come avoard the Brooklyn on May 26 and heard him 
say to the Commodore; “The Spanish fleet Ia not in 
there.”’ In the battle of July 3 the Texas was heading a 
little to the west of north and was a little off the port 
bow when the Brooklyn was turning. Witness did not see 
the starboard bow of the Texas. Commodore Schley’s 
manner was such as inspired the men under him with 
courage. On cross-examination the witness said he had 
not especially noticed the Texas because he had not be- 
lieved that she was near enough to the Brooklyn to be 
dangerous. 

Lieut. Comdr, Willigm R. Rush, who was watch and di- 
vision officer on the Brooklyn during the Santiago cam- 
paign, testified that the average distance of the blockad- 
ing line from Santiago was about five miles and that the 
ships steamed back and forth at night. On the day of the 
battle the smoke was so dense that the witness never saw 
any of the American ships until after the Brooklyn had 
turned to the westward. The witness said he had a vivid 
impresion of the Spanish ship Viseaya turning toward 
the Brooklyn, and he was under the impression that this 
had occurred before the Brooklyn made its turn. He had 
himself considered it necessary to make a turn. 

On cross-examination the witness said that during the 
voyage from Cienfuegos to Santiago the sea was generally 
rough, but after reading from the Brooklyn’s log, at Cap- 
tain Lemly’s request, he said the record did not indicate 
a rough sea. 

Sneaking of the Cienfuegos blockade, Commander Rush 
said he did not remember any particular order of forma- 
tion, and that the ships were in column. At Santiago the 
distance out was less at night than in the day. : 

In reply to questions by the Court the witness said he 
was inclined to think that the Viscaya had meant to ram 
the Brooklyn, and also that he thought the Spanish ships 
had not come out to exceed three-fourths of a mile from 
the mouth of the harbor. 

Lieut. Edward Simpson, who was also a watch officer 
on the Brooklyn, told a graphic story of the cruise which 
began at Key West on May 19 and ended with the destruc- 
tion of the Spanish Squadron on July 3. There was a 
moderate sea on the voyage from Cienfuegos to Santiago, 
but it was rough for small vessels and had impeded the 
progress of the Eagle. The distance of the fleet from San- 
tiago harbor was about six miles both day and night. The 
witness fired the first gun in the battle of July 3. The 
range was given at 3.500 yards, and the Maria Teresa was 
right in line. The least range he had heard was 1,400 
vards. He was unable to testify concerning the loop, be- 
cause he had had to repair his guns. 

After the turn of the Brooklyn the witness could hear 
smaller shot, indicating close range, and during the entire 
time he had heard Commodore Schley’s voice frequently 
cheering the men. Again, when he saw that the Viscaya's 
fire slackened, he heard the Commodore give the order, 
“Fire deliberately, boys.” He had at that time observed 
the Viscaya turn toward the Brooklyn, but she had re- 
ceived a shot which turned her to the shore. 

The witness testified that Commodore Schley’s deport- 
ment during the battle was that of a brave man, self- 
possessed, alert and encouraging to his officers and men. 

On cross-examination Lieutenant Simpson said that at 
Cienfuegos the blockade line had been three or four miles 
out in the daytime and further out at night. 

Lieut. Edward H. Fitzgerald, who was an assistant en- 
gineer on the Brooklyn during the Santiago campaign, tes- 
tified that he was in the fireroom during the battle, and 
that there were several orders. One of these, given at the 
beginning of the engagement, was to “stand by for a ram 
or collision quarters.”

SESSION OF WEDNESDAY, OCT. 23. 

Lieut. Simpson corrected his testimony, as did G. E. 
Graham, who said that Captain Sigsbee said he had two 
pilots aboard the St. Paul and that the pilots declared 
that a fleet of vessels of the size of the Spanish squadron 
could not enter the harbor at Santiago. 

James H. Hare, a correspondent who was aboard the 


press boat Somers N. Smith on May 26, or 27, testified 
that the Somers N. Smith hailed the St. Paul and that 
Captain Sigsbee said Cervera’s ships were not inside 
Santiago harbor and that Schley had gone west. These 
facts were fixed in the mind of the witness by the cir- 
cumstance that on the strength of Sigsbee’s assurance 
the Somers N. Smith went back to Key West to coal 

Chief Boatswain William L. Hill, who was a boatswain 
on the Brooklyn in the summer of 1898, heard guns on 
approaching Cienfuegos. The weather during the run 
from Cienfuegos to Santiago was rough, blowing “ a reef 
topsail breeze,"’ and at one time the seas were breaking 
completely over the Massachusetts. 

Mr. Hill said that he had direct charge, under the ex- 
ecutive officer of the Brooklyn, of the coaling of that 
ship. She was the best vessel in the fleet to coal, but only 
with constant watchfulness even in the calmest weather 
could she be coaled without accident. The projecting 
sponsons of the Texas made her a hard ship to coal, and 
on several occasions permission was given to take her to 
Guantanamo for coal. 

The witness testified that within fifteen minutes after 
the Brooklyn entered the battle of July 3, nearly all the 
Spanish ships had got out of the harbor. Witness at 
that time stood near enough to Commodore Schley to 
touch him and saw that the Brooklyn was going into a 
pocket. The Viscaya had turned to ram the Brooklyn, 
and the Brooklyn was about to cross the line of fire of 
the other American ships. At that time the order was 
given to port the helm. Witness heard Commodore 
Schley say “‘Port,’’ and the ship started to swing to star- 
board. The helm was put over hard aport, and she 
swung around on her heel. 

“The fire from the Brooklyn,” said Mr. Hill, “never 
ceased from the time we started to turn until the end 
of the battle. when the Colon went ashore. The guns 
were constantly being fired. The Texas was on our star- 
board hand, and she was fully a third of a mile from us. 
There was never a question in my mind about striking 
her. We did not come anywhere near her. We did not 
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cross her bow. We were slightly ahead of 
turned in that way entirely ear. of her. ag 

After swinging around, we lined up parallel with the 
Spanish fleet. In a few minutes the Teresa went ashore, 
on fire. Soon after the Oquendo followed, and then we 
sided up with the Viscaya and kept with her for ten or 
twelve miles. At this time there was no Ship to be seen 
astern except the Oregon, which was about a half a mile 
from us. 

“On this run with the Viscaya, Ellis was killed. There 
were fourteen or fifteen of us standing together. The 
Commodore asked in a matter of fact tone: ‘What is 
the range?’ Ellis raised the stadimeter to his eye, and 
as he did so a shell took his head off. As he fell to the 
deck, dead, young McCauley said: ‘Let’s throw it over- 
board.’ The Commodore said: ‘No, don’t throw that 
body overboard. He died like a brave man, and I am 
going to bury him like one.’ He directed me to look out 
for the body. I had it wrapped in blankets, laid in the 
shade, and that evening it was gotten ready for burial. 

The Viscaya was putting up the best fight of any ship 
there. She fought well, and the big shells were going 
over us, and a great many of us ducked. These shells 
sounded like half a dozen railroad trains under way. As 
they were heard going through the air down would go a 
head, but Commodore Schley’s head never bent. He was 
as calm, cool and collected as he is at this moment. His 
only thought was for his men. He calleu constantly as 
the different events occurred, asking: ‘Do the bullies 
below know this; do they know that; that this ship has 
gone ashore and that ship has gone ashore: His whole 
idea seemed to be that he wanted the people below to 
know as much about it as those of us on deck.” 

The Court rebuked a great outburst of applause at this; 
point and admonished the audience against such demon- 
strations. 

Mr. Hill stated that during the pursuit of the Spanish 
ships the Oregon was always in sight from the Brooklyn 
and that the Oregon was the only Amer.can vessel that 
could be seen. She was from a quarter to a half mile 
inshore. When_the Viscaya turned the Colon was 6,000 
yards ahead. During the chase after the Colon Captain 
Cook had put his head out of the conning tower and 
said togthe Commodore: 

- ‘Don't you think we had better close 
and,”’ said the witness parenthetically, ‘1 thought so my- 
self. But,” he went on, “the Commodore replied. ‘Naz 
don’t you see that point ahead? Just as soon as that fel~ 
low Starts to come out I'm going to head him off. Flk 
get ot Damn him, I'll follow him to Spain if k 
iave to. 

The Court asked three questions: 

“How did you know that the Texas asked permission 
to go to Guantanamo to coal because she could not coal 
in the open sea?” 

“From general talk. I know personally that she did go 
to Guantanamo.” 

‘ “Did the Texas stop and back during the Brooklyn's 
urn? 

“Na, sir; I saw the Texas distinctly when the turn be- 
gan and during the turn, and she did not make any 
backwater and she did not stop.” 

“Did you hear any convergation between Commodore 
Schley and any other officer during the early part of the 
engagement of July 3?” 

= heard none before or during the turn. There was 
no officer with the Commodore on my side of the ship.”’ 
_The breezy manner in which this witness gave his tes- 
timeny made it so interesting that Admiral Dewey had 
great difficulty in suppressing the disposition of the audi- 
ence to applaud. 

Lieut. A. A. Ackerman, who commanded the after 13- 
inch turret and the after 8-ineh turrets of the Oregon on 
the day of the battle, testified that as the Oregon passed 
between the Iowa and the Texas, those ships seemed to 
be practically at anchor. “We were going very fast 
then, and forced draught was covering our quarterdeck 
an ineh or more deep with cinders, many of them red 
hot. Water was running from every hydrant we had, 
to keep the decks from burning.” 

Lieutenant Ackerman said that when the Colon’s flag 
went down the Orvegon ceased firing. At that time the 
Brooklyn bore two points on the Oregon’s port bow and 
was about a mile distant. The Brooklyn's shots appeared 
to fall very short. Toward the end of the cuase the wit- 
ness saw no shots from the Brooklyn that reached tne 
Colon. From the time the Teresa went ashore the 
Brooklyn was from three to four points on the Oregon's 
bow, but at times she was nearly abeam. The distance 
varied from 1,000 to 2,000 yards, and toward the end of 
the chase the Brooklyn seemed to him to veer out, ap- 
parently for the purpose of heading off the Colon. 

On cross examination Lieutenant Ackerman testified 
that when he went aloft on the signal yard of the Ore- 
gon the Brooklvn was between two and three points for- 
ward on the port beam and certainly a mile away. Her 
course Was slugntly divergent from that of the Oregon, 
which led to the opinion that she was heading for the 
headland beyond the Colon with the intention of cutting 
off that vessel. 

The Brooklyn was probably a short distance nearer the 
Colon than was the Oregon, but both the Brooklyn and 
the Oregon were practically on the same circle, and the 
difference was hardly appreciable and the Brooklyn was 
9,000 yards or more from the Colon. In response to a 
question from the Court, the witness said he knew of 
the receipt of no signal from the Brooklyn until well 
after the chase had begun, when he had understood that 
the Brooklyn had signaled to close up. 

T. F. Applegate, who was a gunner on the Brooklyn 
during the battle, testified that before the battle the 
guns and their auxiliary machinery were in excellent 
condition, but that after the engagement all of the 5- 
inch guns on the starboard side were broken. The bores 
of the guns were pitted and the muzzles of two so 
swollen that they had to be removed from the ship. 
During the battle the Brooklyn fired 2,330 shots. Some 
of the guns were always in use during the turn. Wit- 
ness spoke to Commodore Schley during the action, and 
the Commodore appeared to be cool, calm, and collected, 
and one who inspired confidence. 

ieut. E. W. Eberle, who was watch and division offi- 
cer on the Oregon, speaking of the close of the battle, 
said the Brooklyn had stopped about a mile and a half 
from the Colon, to the westward, while the Oregon had 
stopped about a mile from that ship to the eastward. 
The New York, he said, came up about an hour after the 
Colon’s flag went down. 

The witness testified that after the Viscaya went 
ashore the Brooklyn signaled, ‘Well done, Oregon.’ 
After that she signaled, ‘One of my compartments is full 
of water.’ She made another signal, ‘She seems of Ital- 
ian build.’ and Capt. Clark told the signal officer to make 
signal, ‘She may have been built in Italy, but she will 
land on the coast of Cuba.’ The men of the Brooklyn 
could not be seen, and it was not, therefore, sent. From 
the time the Oregon had left Rio she had been cleared 
for action, so as to be ready at any time. During the 
engagement the closest range was 1,600 yards, and that 
was used on the Oquendo. All told, thirty-four 13-inch 
shells were fired. In reply to a question by the Court, 
the witness said that the Viscaya exposed her port 
broadside to the Oregon during the battle, but that at 
that time she apparently was not on fire. 

Lieut. R. Z. Johnston, Jr., signal officer on the Oregon, 
said that the Oregon and the Brooklyn were about equal- 
ly distant from the last of the Spanish ships when she 
ran ashore. 

Major Paul St. C. Murphy, M. C., who was on the 
Brooklyn, testified that the Morro at Santiago was in 
plain view from the blockading line in daytime as were 
the signals at night. He gave the closest range on July 
3, as 1,100 yards. Witness saw Commodore Schley during 
the battle and the Commodore's manner “impressed wit- 
ness as it seems to have impressed every one on the 
Brooklyn—as that of a brave and resolute officer. He in- 
spired the utmost confidence throughout the ship.” 

Lieut. Comdr. Charles H. Harlow, executive officer of 
the Vixen, testified that the Vixen had maintained a po- 
sition as a picket boat a mile or two inside the blockad- 
ing line. He had observed the reconnoissance of May 
31, and that previous to that time he had known nothin 
of the strength of the Spanish shore batteries. He ha 
then learned that they were strong enough to throw pro- 
jectiles out beyond the position of the Vixen. 
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NAVY ORDNANCE BURBAU. 

The annual report of the Chief of the Bureau of Navy 
Ordnance estimates that the money required for the bu- 
reau for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, at $10,902,- 
006.75, of which $6,000,000 is for increase of the Navy, 
armor and armament. 

There were no important developments in armor or 
naval ordnance during the year, but improvements were 
made in details. Hereafter in constructing guns of and 
above 6 inches calibre provision will be made for an in- 
ner and an outer barrel, instead of a solid forgine as here- 
tofore. The bureau has taken steps to procure greater 
efficiency in guns by introducing heavier projectiles and 
iy seeking powder of higher ballistie power. ‘The bureau 
knows of no guns afloat or soon likely to be put afloat 
equal in energy to those being manufactured for United 
States vessels now building. Our equipment is fully up 
to the highest standard maintained abroad for vessels of 
corresponding class and age. 

The use of torpedoes on large vessels has practically 
been discontinued. 

Work at the naval gun factory has been carried on con- 
tinuously, the principal machines being kept running two 
and often three shifts of eight hours in twenty-four. 

The number of guns completed during the vear was 143, 
and 256 were partly completed. There were also on hand 
it the end of the year forgings on which no work had 
been performed for a large number of guns of all the cali- 
bers, 

Since the last report several 12-inch, 40-caliber guns 
hive been proved with satisfactory results, developing a 
muzzle velocity of 2,800 foot seconds with a chamber 
pressure of 16 tons. The performance of the experimen- 
tal 7-inch gun of 45 calibers is considered highly satisfac- 
tory, a muzzle velocity of 3,000 toot-seconds having been 
attained with a projectile weighing 165 pounds with a 
chamber pressure of 17 tons. 

Several of the 6-inch 50-calibre guns required for the 
Maine and the Ohio have been tested and with a charge 
i about 42 pounds of smokeless powder give a muzzle 
velocity to a 100-pound projectile ot 2,935 foot-seconds 
with a chamber pressure of a little over 16 tons. 

Tests of the 5-inch gun of 50 calibers have resulted 
sitisfactorily, the ballistic properties of the gun being ex- 
cellent. With a 60-pound projectile a muzzle velocity of 
5.100 foot-seconds with 17 tons pressure was obtained 
with 27 pounds of smokeless powder. With a 50-pound 
projectile a muzzle velocity of 3,380 foot-seconds was ob- 
tained with 16.43 tons pressure. 

The 6-pounder automatic guns do not meet with uni- 
versal favor in the service. ‘The automatic feature need 
not be used, however, unless desired. 

Plans have veen prepared for a new type of mount for 
the 12-inch 40-caliber guns, in which there are but two 
recoil cylinders, located under the gun, the counter-recoil 
springs being placed below the recoil cylinders and actu- 
ated by levers, which are attached to the yoke on the 
breech of the gun by connecting rods. The arrangements 
proposed allows of a reduction in the diameter of the 
burbette armor and of a reduction in the size of the port 
vpening, both very important features. 

The latest type of 6-inch mount seems to fill the re- 

irements satisfactorily. 

A. new type of vertical-base range finder for use in 

e tops of vessels is on trial and gives promise of being a 
useful instrument. Several new types of percussion fuzes 
have been experimented with, some of them giving very 
satisfactory results. Improvements have been made in 
ombination electric and percussion primers for breech- 
loading guns, and a satisfactory type has been decided 
upon. A considerable number of combination firing locks 
for use with the duplex primers have been made and are 
being issued with new primers to the ships of the Navy. 

While all guns of and above those of four inches in 

iber are supplied with telescope sights in addition to 

en-bar sights, there is a great diversity of opinion as to 
‘he utility of the former for use in battle. As both kinds 

sights are furnished, it rests with commanding officers 

determine which will most satisfactorily fulfill the re- 
quirements of service. A large number of sub-caliber at- 
tachments have been made using the  1-pounder 
barrel, and the bureau has increased the allowance per 
ship and given great latitude in the expenditure of ammu- 
nition for sub-caliber practice. New and improved sights 
ire being supplied to all the .30-caliber rifles in service. 

One of a lot of 29 Whitehead torpedoes which success- 
fully passed tests has been fitted with a device for super- 
wating the compressed air, which has been found to be of 

lue. A Kaselowsky steering gear adapted to a White- 
wad torpedo is in process of construction. 

Two new gyroscopic steering gears for use in torpedoes 
lave been tested, one giving good results. An experi- 
ntal central pivot, 5-meter, above water launching tube, 
built at the naval gun factory, has given excellent results. 

The air compressors built or contracted for during the 
jist year are a marked improvement on previous types. 

\fter tests the torpedo electric firing apparatus, the 
ppliance is being installed on all torpedo boats and tor- 
pelo-boat destroyers. 

No serious injury has been done to guns afloat by ero- 
sion of the bore except in one 13-inch gun on the Indiana. 
lt is slightly eroded, but its efficiency is unimpaired. 
That erosion takes place with much greater rapidity when 
vons are overheated is apparent from the facts stated. 
The temperature of the barrel is a serious factor in ero- 
ston. 
The terms of the contracts which the bureau in No- 
ember, 1900, placed for over 37,000 tons of armor are 
dvantageous both as to quality and price. Our armor 
s the best that can be produced, and the price is lower 
than is paid abroad. Several tests were made of experi- 

ntal plates submitted by inventors, but there was no 
promise of improvement. 

All new warships fitted out during the year and such 
Jl ones as were overhauled were supplied with an outfit 
{ smokeless powder, and a quantity has been accumu- 

ed for reserve. The bureau does not doubt the safety 
i cordite powders but believes that such powders deterio- 
rate with age, are very susceptible to changes of tempera- 
‘e, which affects their efficiency, and are very destruc- 

e to the bores of guns. While the manufacture of 

iokeless powder by the bureau has involved some loss to 

ivate manufacturers it is of small account when com- 
red with the present and future needs of the Navy. It 
< decidedly in the interest of the Navy Department that 

eral private manufacturers should be in a position to 
pply smokeless powder, and without doubt liberal pa- 
ronage will always be given to those who excel in the art. 
If the rules which have been established for the inspec- 
yn and storage of smokeless powder are properly carried 
t, no trouble or danger will be experienced in the stor- 
e and preservation of nitro-cellulose powder. The bu- 
-au has directed the erection at Indian Head of a con- 
stant-temperature magazine for the storage of samples of 
il lots of smokeless powder manufactured for the Navy. 
The smokeless powder made to-day is superior to that 
nade a year ago. The powder question is in a very satis- 
factory state. Many experiments have been made with a 
lew to substituting fine-grain smokeless for black pow- 

















der for ignition charges, but such attempts were always 
attended with a dangerous rise of pressure. 

The bureau estimates include an item for the purchase 
of reserve guns for the Navy. The naval gun factory is 
still under the immediate charge of Comdr. E. H. C. 
Leutze, under whose able and vigorous administration it 
has increased in efficiency and capacity. The plant has 
been worked practically to its maximum capacity, run- 
ning day and night for a large part of the time. Land 
is urgently needed for additional buildings. The seamen 
under instruction at the gun factorv during the year num- 
bered 52. A class of 40 or 50 should be maintained. 

At the Naval Proving Ground and Smokeless Powder 
factory, a great amount of important work was _ per- 


formed under the able and efficient management of Lieut. | 


Joseph Strauss, U. S. N., who was in charge. Two ad- 
ditional. sets of quarters for officers and one additional 
magazine are urgently required. The powder manufac- 
tured at Indian Head is equal to the best made elsewhere 
and costs less than the price asked by private manufac- 
turers. The amount produced at Indian Head during the 
year was 250,000 pounds. By means of the factory the 
bureqa has acquired an intimate knowledge of the chemis- 
try and process of manufacture of smokeless powder. 

At the Torpedo Station where Comdr. N. E. Mason, U. 
S. N., continued in charge, 50 enlisted men were under 
instruction of various times during the year, 26 of whom 
qualified and were recommended for seamen gunners’ cer- 
tificates. The station has facilities for a class of 50 men 
and it is recommended that a class of 40 to 50 be kept 
at all times under instruction. In the course of the year 
1 officers received instruction. At least six torpedo 
boats with full crews should be attached to the station 
during the summer months. It is recommended that the 
summer term of instruction for officers be fixed at three 
months and that the class consist of 60 members. It is 
also recommended that the entire graduating class from 
Naval Academy, each year, be sent to the torpedo station 
immediately after graduation to take a post-graduate 
course in torpedoes, practical electricity, and mining. 

In training gun captains too much stress is ordinarily 
laid upon rapidity of fire. The gun captain who pre- 
serves his composure and fires to make hits is a better 
man than the one who simply fires the greatest number of 
rounds. 

The bureau believes that undue prominence is being 
given to submarines from a naval standpoint. If they 
have any value it will be as an adjunct to the system of 
coast defense; they can not and will not take the place of 
naval vessels of regular type or render a less number nec- 
essary. So far as the bureau is aware no new develop- 
ments have taken place within the past year calculated 
to inspire a conviction that submarine boats have yet 
passed beyond the experimental age. 

New naval magazines are urgently needed at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Boston, Mass., and at the Puget Sound 
Navy Yards, and have beeen estimated for in the bu- 
reau’s annual estimates. 

The present site of the naval magazine at Chelsea, 
Mass., is unfit for the purpose and should be abandoned. 

The naval magazine on Iona Island is approaching com 
pletion and by the end of the current year will be ready 
for the preparation and storage of ammunition. The 
credit for the plans and work at this point is due to 
Comdr. William Swift, U. S. N., Comdr. R. R. Ingersoll, 
U. S. N., and Comdr. J. B. Briggs, U. S. N., who in turn 
have succeeded each other as inspector of ordnance at the 
New York Navy Yard, and have had charge of the work. 

The plan of armor and armament for battleships and 
cruisers proposed by the chief of the Ordnance Bureau to 
the Board of Construction was adopted by that body. It 
contemplates an intermediate battery of twenty 7-inch 
guns in preference to a mixed battery of twelve 8-inch 
and twelve 6-inch guns, especially as the 8-inch were dis- 
posed in six turrets, two of which were to be secured to 
the 12-inch turrets. 

The bureau is of the opinion that the 7-inch gun is well 
suited for the intermediate caliber in the proposed battle- 
ships, and is preferable to a mixed battery of 6-inch and 
S-inch guns. 

Guns mounted in turrets lose much of their efficiency, 
and recent experience seems to demonstrate the fact that 
the larger the gun the poorer its shooting qualities. Not 
that guns of large caliber are in themselves less accurate 
than those of medium and small caliber, but because of 
their lack of mobility and their environment on shipboard. 

If the lessons of the naval battle of Santiago de Cuba ; 
the Belleisle experiment off the Isle of Wight, the Scorpion 
experiment at Bermuda, and the recent record of target 
practice of the North Atlantic fleet teach anything, it is 
that very few hits are made with large caliber guns even 
under the most favorable conditions. At Santiago de 
Cuba out of 86 shots fired from 12 and 13-inch guns but 
three hits were recorded. In the Bellisle experiment but 
two hits out of 15 shots fired from 12-inch guns were re- 
corded. 

Two magazine explosions occurred during the year. 
One took place at Indian Head, probably caused by the 
decomposition of some smokeless powder manufactured 
soon after the process was introduced there. The other 
was at Mare Island, the origin of which is a matter of 
doubt. The powder which exploded at Mare Island came 
from private manufacturers, and while the examining 
board could not positively demonstrate that the explosion 
was caused by decomposition, the evidence goes far to 
support that conclusion. 

At times it is very difficult to procure the services of 
officers specially fitted to perform some of the technical 
duties pertaining to the bureau. 

Very few officers thus far, so far as the bureau is aware, 
have made a specialty of ordnance in its theoretical and 
more intricate branches, though many have a good knowl- 
edge of the mechanical side or shop practice of manufac- 
turing guns, mounts, etc.

BOARD OF ORDNANCE AND FORTIFICATION. 


The Board of Ordnance and Fortification, in a report 
covering the period extending from Noy. 1, 1900, to 
June 30, 1901, notes the changes which have been made 
in the membership of the Board since the date of its 
last annual report. i 

The 10-inch Brown segmental-tube wire-wound gun 
failing to develop the required velocities in its original 
form, certain alterations were made in it by the manu- 
facturers and it has been returned to the proving grounds 
for further tests. 

The Swedish manufacturers to whom an order was 
given for a Bofors cast-steel 15 cm. gun, finding it im- 
practicable to ship to this country the powder required 
for the gun, has requested the Board to secure sufficient 
for 100 rounds at his cost. The firing test of the gun 
will be begun as soon as the necessary powder is pro- 
cured. 

The artillery committee of the Board reports, and the 
Board approves, that the traversing and retraction 





mechanism of the 10-inch Howell disappearing carriage 
(counterpoise), even after changing costing $5,605.10, is 
crude and unsatisfactory and much inferior to those 


found in the present service carriages, but it is alse 
the opinion of the committee that neither of these feat- 
ures is an essential part of the Howell disappearing 
system. 

The 10-inch pneumatic carriage failed to fulfill the 
acceptance requirements. The Pneumatic Gun Carriage 
and Power Co. has proposed the following terms of set- 
tlement: ‘he Government to take the carriage as it 
now stands and retain the amount reserved, $12,802, 
and release the company from all obligations. 

_ Work on the Emery 12-inch elevating carriage is still 
in progress. 

The Board is of the opinion that shields should be 
provided for all rapid-fire and other coast defense guns. 
It recommends shields for 6-pounder R. F. guns 1% 
inches and 2 inches thick respectively, and the construc- 
tion of two dummy 6G-inch guns with carriages and 
shields attached as in service, each of a different pat- 
tern, the two to be subjected to fire from service guns 
of different calibers using service charges and armor- 
piercing projectiles. It is believed that these trials will 
be of great value. 

The manufacturers of the Bethlehem 5-inch rapid- 
fire gun on combination carriage report that they have 
met unexpected difficulties in their effort to use a special 
high quality steel in the construction of the gun, and the 
equipment is not ready for delivery. 

The Board has made an additional allowance of 
$2,000 for procuring smokeless powder for the Vickers- 
Maxim 6-inch rapid-fire gun for tests at Sandy Hook, 
and the material is at the proving grounds. 

The Hotchkiss 1-pounder gun is held awaiting com- 
petitive test with the Vickers-Maxim and McClean 
automatic guns. 

Preliminary tests of the Luger automatic pistol gave 
most satisfactory results. When received, these pistols 
will be distributed, five to each troop of cavalry in ser- 
vice and the remainder to the field artillery for a report 
on the arm as the result of their tests. 

The Board supplements its former action by recom- 
mending the adoption of a 1-pounder tube as a type 
for all calibers of rapid-fire guns, and as an additional 
type for 8, 10 and 12-inch sea-coast guns. Both recom- 
mendations received the approval of the Secretary of 
War. ; 

To carry on its work the coming year $200,000 is 
asked to be appropriated in a single sum. The Board 
recommends that appropriations be made for the pur- 
chase of rapid-fire guns and mounts in proportion to the 
large caliber guns and mortars installed—at wast 20 
of such guns for each important fortified harbor. 

It is also earnestly urged that liberal appropriations 
be made for at least 200 rounds per gun of reserve am- 
munition for service for each large caliber gun and 
mortar as soon as mounted, and for the rapid-fire guns 
provisions should be made for a supply of reserve ammu- 
nition of at least 500 rounds per gun.

While the annual report of Rear Admiral Bowles, 
Chief Constructor of the Navy, describes only a mod- 
erately satisfactory rate of progress in naval growth, the 
results sre due to no fault on the part of the Bureau 
itself. The work of the Bureau has been advanced as 
rapidly as conditions permitted. The delay of construc- 
tion on new warships has heen due entirely to the tardy 
delivery of armor and forgings. This delay, caused by 
strikes in manufacturing pleuts, renders the Govern- 
ment liable for damages to ship contractors, and on that 
account it is regarded as “une-onomical and poor policy 
to unduly extend the time of construction. It is of 
importance that the delivery of armor should be ade- 
quate to the most prompt work of which shipbuilde 
are capable.” ' 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Having completed some minor repairs to the flagship 
Chicago at Genoa, Rear Admiral B. J. Cromwell, U. 8. N., 
the commander-in-chief of the European Station, has in- 
formed the Department of his departure from that port on 
Oct. 16, en route for Leghorn. According to the latest in- 
formation received at the Navy Department the condition 
of the vessels comprising the squadron of Admiral Crom- 
well is excellent, and the health of the station continues 
good. 

The U. S. F. S. Brooklyn, Rear Admiral Remey, has ar- 
rived at Chemulpo, Korea, and was expecting to remain 
until the Admiral concluded the usual official visits at the 
capital. The health of the squadron continues satisfac- 
tery. 

The U. S. S. Castine, recently home from the Philip- 
pines, has been placed out of commission at the VPhiladel- 
phia Yard, and will be taken in hand for overhauling and 
repair as soon as orders to that effect have been received 
at that yard. 

Rear Admiral R. B. Bradford, U. S. N., was at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard last week and devoted much of his 
stay there to an inspection of the facilities of the yard 
for the purposes of his bureau equipment. Important im- 
provements will follow this inspection it is confidently be- 
lieved, and the Admiral gave it to be understood that he 
was much pleased with the possibilities of this station for 
the purposes of coaling ships and supplying the articles 
of outfit coming under cognizance of the Bureau of Kquip- 
ment. The naval collier Leonidas arrived at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard on the 12th of October from San Juan de 
l’uerto Rico whither she had taken a cargo of coal for the 
new naval station at that point. Repairs to the naval 
collier Ajax have been completed at this station and that 
vessel will fill up with coal at the Lambert’s Point coal 
docks for a long voyage to the Vhilippines. The coal to 
be taken to Manila by the Ajax will be for the fleet under 
command of Rear Admiral Remey. 

The United States training ship Indiana arrived at Old 
Point, Va., on Oct. 18, and after coaling and receiving 
stores will proceed on her voyage through the West Indies 
for the winter cruise. The success of the Indiana as a 
training ship has exceeded the expectations of the De- 
partment, and it is the intention of the naval authori- 
ties to maintain the system as inaugurated until the ser- 
vice is completely rehabilitated with enlisted men of 
American birth. The Indiana has on board at the present 
time not less than 175 naval apprentices who are making 
their first cruise on salt water: 

The U. S. S. Eagle, in command of Lieut. Comdr. S. W. 
I. Diehl, U. S. N., has at last been removed from the dry 
dock at the Portsmouth, N. H., Yard and started on her 
voyage to Havana, where the vessel is to be stationed as 
« fixture in the harbor and for the purpose of having a 
fioating representative of the United States in port. 

The Naval Board of Construction has begun the con- 
sideration of the plans for the new constructions to be 
recommended by the Secretary of the Navy in his forth- 
coming report to the President, and it is understood that 
the harmony of the board is more probable than was at 
first supposed. The efforts of Secretary Long have evi- 
dently not been in vain. 

The submarine torpedo boat Shark, built for the United 
States by the Crescent Shipbuilding Company, in Eliza- 
bethport, N. J., was successfully launched from the yards 
of the Company on Oct. 19. The boat was christened by 
Miss Wainwright, daughter of Commander Richard Wain- 
wright, U. S. N. Commander and Mrs. Wainwright ac- 
companied their daughter. As Miss Wainwright broke 
the bottle the Shark slipped easily down into the water. 
Many spectators were present.

Reports have recently been received by the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks of the Navy Department to the effect 
that the machinery designed for the four new dry docks 
being constructed at the Boston, Mare Island and other 
Navy Yards has been shown to be useless and will have 
to be redesigned and reconstructed. The change will cost 
the Government in the neighborhood of half a million of 
dollars, but no blame is attached to the designer. 

The following item came from Mare Island, Cal., Oct. 

: The revenue cutter Perry is lying alongside the 
Logan receiving repairs to her machinery. The calkers 
ire busy at work on the deck of the Mohican. The 
Concord is in the dock having her bottom cleaned and 
painted. Orders have been received at Mare Island to 
construct a forty-four horse-power engine to be placed in 
one of the light draught gunboats at Manila. Work on 
the Logan is progressing. The material used comes from 
the Continental Iron Works, Brooklyn, N. Y. The new 
offices in Building No. 69 for the clerks in the General 
Storekeepers’ Department have been completed. They 
ire handsomely equipped and present a very cozy ap- 
pearance. 

The Algiers drydock, which left Sparrow's Point last 
Tuesday, will reach New Orleans in the early part of 
November, as the transportation is expected to occupy 
ibout three weeks. A committee of prominent citizens 
of New Orleans is arranging ceremonies for the recep- 
tion. The U. 8. S. Stranger, detailed at New Orleans 
for use by the First Naval Battalion, and all the craft 
in the harbor will take part in a water pageant, escort- 
ing the dock to her place in Algiers opposite the city. 
There extensive military and civil ceremonies will take 
place, the Governor of Louisiana, the Mayor of New 
Orleans and the representatives in Congress taking 
part. It is proposed to test the dock with a battleship 
as soon as it is placed in position and the final work 
completed. The oflicial opening of the dock will be the 
oceasion of more elaborate ceremonies. 

The Naval Board of Inspection and Survey report that 
the torpedo boat Thornton, on her official trial, failed to 
make her required speed of 26 knots an hour. The speed 
attained, according to the board’s report, was 24.9 knots. 
The Thornton was built by the Trigg Company of KRich- 
mond, Va. The company asserts that the failure was 
caused by the increase of her hull weight beyond that 
originally contemplated without a corresponding increase 
in horse power of the machinery. 

The determination of the Navy Department to carry out 
extensive and complete observations for the determination 
of longitudes in the Philippine Islands is being forwarded 
by the assignment of several officers with records for skill 
in that sort of work, and it is expected that results of 
much interest.and of corresponding value will be ob- 
tained in the near future. Among those detailed for this 
important work is L’eut. Edward T. Witherspoon, U. 8S. 
N., who has been detached from the Samar at Manila 
and directed to report for duty to the head of the longi- 
tude party as son as it reaches its base of operations in 
the Philippine group. The headquarters of the expedition 
will probably be in or near Manila in order to be in touch 


with the excellent observatory established at that point 
and which has done such good meteorological work in the 
past. The telegraphic connections of this observatory 
will be of much value in the longitude determinations in- 
cluded in the programme of the party, and the time re- 
quired for the work will be materially lessened thereby. 
Naval Cadets L. LE. Wright and J. H. Furse have been 
added to the personnel of this interesting expedition. 


In a report dated U. S. S. lowa, Panama, Colombia, 
Oct. 14, Capt. Thomas Perry, U. S. N., states that 
affairs in Panama and on the Isthmus remain just as 
quiet and uninteresting as ever. ‘Vhere has been no in- 
terruption of or interference with the transit at any 
time since the incident of Aug. 6 last. The British gun- 
boat Icarus returned to Panama Oct. 10 from Tumaco, 
bringing news of the action of the insurgents. Irom 
the U. S. S. Machias, Colon, Oct. 12, Lieutenant Com- 
mander McCrea reports that there is no material change 
in affairs, that he has no sick and that smallpox has 
disappeared from Colon. 

We see it reported that two Americans just returned 
from Colon bring with them a statement that the 
U. S. Consul, Mr. Hand, has sent a complaint to the 
Navy Department against the commander of the U. 8S. 8. 
Machias because he would not help them recover a 
naphtha launch taken from an American by the insur- 
gents. It will no doubt appear that Captain McCrea 
understood his business better than the Consul. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 


The recently announced death of Lieut. James C. Wil- 
liams, of the 12th Inf., at Tarlac, P. L., last week recalls 
to mind the fatalities in his family within the period of 
about a single year. Within the time noted, or perhaps 
a little longer, his mother died followed by his father, 
Gen. Robert Williams. The circumstances of the death 
of Lieutenant Williams have not been received beyond the 
telegraphic statement that he was killed on the railroad. 
Lieutenant Williams was a brother of the wife of Lieut. 
John B. Patton, U. S. N. He was born in Kansas, and 
was of strong nature and athletic body. Many of his 
years were passed in the District of Columbia. In Au- 
gust, 1899, notwithstanding his superior advantages and 
excellent education, he enlisted as a private in the 34th 

J. S. Inf., and was rapidly promoted through all the 
grades, and was sergeant major until he won his commis- 
sion of second lieutenant in the squadron of Philippine 
Cavalry, in August, 1900. He disnlayed merit and effi- 
ciency in the Volunteers and was commissioned second 
lieutenant in the 12th U. S. Inf., September, 1900. He 
had lived in the Philippines up to the time of his death. 
The remains of the deceased will probably be forwarded 
to the United States and laid at rest with those of his 
father and mother at Arlington, Va. 

Col. J. N. Duffy, a distinguished officer of New Jersey 
Volunteers, during the Civil War, died at Lexington, Ky., 
Oct. 19. 

Dr. A. A. McCain, who committed suicide at the 
Broadway Central Hotel, New York, Oct. 1¥, served as 
a surgeon in the Cuban Army previous to the Spanish- 
American War. 

Major Chas. B. Marsh, who served with efficiency dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War as major and paymaster 
of Volunteers, died Oct. 20, at Newport, R. L. 

Stanwix Gansevoort, who died at South Glen Falls, 
Oct. 16, was a grandson of General Peter Gansevoort, 
who figured so prominently in the Burgoyne campaign as 
the defender of Fort Stanwix. He was 80 years old, en- 
tered the U. S. Navy in 1839, and served with distinction 
during the Mexican War. Lieut. Gansevoort resigned 
from the Navy on account of ill health, soon after the 
close of the Mexican War, and, after several years spent 
in travel made his home at South Glens Falls. His kind- 
liness and generosity made him greatly beloved. He was 
the last survivor bearing the name of Gansevoort of this 
distinguished Revolutionary family. 

Mr. Robert B. Ilooker, who died Oct. 20, at Liberty, 
N. Y., aged 80, was a cousin of the late Major Gen. 
Joseph Hooker, U. S. A. 

Gen. James A. Walker died at his home in Wytheville, 
Va., Oct. 19, after an illness of several weeks. He com- 
manded the Stonewall Brigade of the Confederate Army 
after the death of Gen. Thomas J. Jackson. He was 
twice elected to Congress on the Republican ticket from 
the Ninth Virginia district. Gen. Walker was several 
inches over six feet and of fine physique. He was very 
popular with the old soldier element. Ilis wife and sev- 
eral children survive him. 

Capt. James 8S. Michie, commissary at the National 
Soldiers’ Home, Dayton, Ohio, died there suddenly, Oct. 
1%, of heart disease. He was postmaster at Covington, 
Ky., under Garfield. He was GO years old and a Civil 
War veteran. He was a brother of the late trrof. P. 8. 
Michie of the Military Academy. 

Mrs. Erasmus M. Weaver, mother of Capt. E. M. 
Weaver, U. S. A., died at Lafayette, Ind., Oct. 9, at the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. William I. Perrin, No. 1506 
Ferry street. Mrs. Weaver had been ill but a short time, 
being stricken with pneumonia. She was patient to the 
last and passed away quietly and without a murmur. She 
was born Feb. 1, 1827, in Springfield, Mass., and was 
married to Erasmus M. Weaver on Aug. 2, 1847, and a 
married life of exceptional felicity was ended only with 
the death of Mr. Weaver a litile over a year ago. Six 
children were the fruit of this union—four sons and two 
daughters—of whom are living, Mrs. Joseph S. Ilanna, 
Capt. E. M. Weaver, U. S. A., and Mrs. W. H. Perrin, 
together with an adopted daughter, Mrs. Jerome Hol- 
lingsworth.

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REAR ADMIRAL F. M. BUNCE. 


Rear Admiral Francis M. Bunce, U. 8S. 
in Hartford, Conn., Oct. 19, from throat 
born in Connecticut and appointed an acting midshipman 
in the Navy May 28, 1852. He was graduated from the 
Naval Academy as midshipman, June 10, 1857. Ilis first 
sea service being on the Germantown of the East India 
Squadron. He was commissioned lLeutenant, April 11, 
1861, and Saw distinguished service during the Civil War. 
His first expedition was that as executive officer of the 
Penobscot in 1862, when he took part in an engagement 
with rebel batteries at Yorktown, Va. He was assigned 
to temporary duty with the Army, and had charge of the 
disembarkation of the Heavy Artillery and mortars for 
use in the batteries at the investment of that place by 
General McClellan, in April, 1862. He also took part in 
several skirmishes with Fort Fisher and batteries about 
Fort Caswell. He commanded a successful boat expedi- 
tion up Little River, between North and South Carolina, 
destroying several schooners and large quantities of cot- 
ton, turpentine and rosin, together with extensive salt

works. On the capture of the “Robert Bruce” by the 
“Penobscot” he was placed in charge of her as prize mas- 
ter, and brought her to New York, Nov. 1, 1862, He 


served on the Pawnee on the South Atlantic Blockadin, 
Squadron Station, Stono River, S. C. Commission 

Lieutenant Commander Jan. 16, 1863, during the wi'iter 
of that year he sounded out and buoyed and removed 
obstructions from interior channels from Stono River, 8. 
C., to Morris Island. Acting as aid to General Gillmore, 
he had charge of the embarkation and transportation of 
Gen. George C. Strong’s brigade of five regiments to Mor- 
ris Island, and commanded the naval part of this attack 
July 10, 1863, resulting in the capture of Morris Island 
to Fort Wagner. His conduct in this affair was honor- 
ably mentioned in the report of Comdr. G. B. Balch, U. 
S. N., and in a letter of Admiral Dahlgren to the Navy 
Department. He was next ordered to the monitor “Pa- 
tansco” and took part in that monitor in all the actions 
in which she was engaged during the siege of Charleston, 
also in the night boat attack on Fort Sumter, and re- 
ceived honorable mention for conduct in the report of 
Commander Stevens. He was wounded by the premature 
explosion of a cartridge. in action, November. 1863, and 
was detached from the Patapsco and ordered to Wabash 
for recovery. Early in 1864 he was on the staff of Ad- 
miral Dahlgren as “chief of scouts,” and served in that 
capacity and in charge of picket boat line until ordered 
to command the monitor Lehigh, April 6, 1864; and later 
was ordered North for duty on the monitor Dictator. He 
commanded the monitor Monadnock, Sept. 5, 1865, and 
took this vessel from Philadelphia to San Francisco, Cal., 
making the first extended sea voyage ever made by a mon- 
itor, and received for his service the thanks of the Navy 
Department, upon the recommendation of Commodore 
John Rodgers, and was recommended for reward to the 
President by the Secretary of the Navy. After this voy- 
age Rear Admiral Bunce saw various service. ‘This in- 
cluded command of the monitor Dictator in April, 1869; 
on ordnance duty at Pittsburg, in 1871; on the Asiatic 
Station, 1873, and Lighthouse duty in 1875. He also 
commanded the Marion and Wabash between 1852 and 
18S5, the Atlanta in 1886, and the naval station New 
London, 1808; training station, Newport, 1894, the 
North Atlantic Station in 1895, and the Navy Yard, New 
York, in 1897. He was promoted rear admiral, Feb. 6, 
1898, and was retired in December, 1898. The funeral 
took place at Hartford, Conn., Oct. 21, interment being 
private in accordance with the wishes of the deceased. 
An able and thorough officer, as modest as he was meri- 
torious, a patriotic citizen, following the highest ideals 
of a noble profession, Admiral Bunce will take his place 
in the history of his country as one of those to whom 
the State has owed much and whose rewards never ex- 
ceeded his deserts. It will always be a source of regret 
to his friends that he did not have an opportunity dur- 
ing the War with Spain to give full proof of his capacity.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Oct. 22, 1901. 

The Naval Cadets passed another milestone in their 
football history yesterday afternoon by defeating the team 
of the University of Pennsylvania by a score of 6 to 5, 
the narrow margin of a goal kicked and a goal missed. It 
is the first time that Annapolis has ever defeated one of 
the “Big Four,” and they aid it by outplaying their oppo- 
nents. All the scoring was done in the first half. The 
Navy scored first on a dive through right tackle by 
Nichols, and Strassburger kicked the goal. Penn scored 
on a kick which Pierski blocked and Shock fell on it be- 
hind the line. Reynolds missed the goal. 

The game took place on the new athletic field, an al- 
most perfect football ground. There was some delay in 
opening owing to disagreement as to the officials and as to 
the time of the halves. At last it was decided that John 
Gardiner, of U. of P., should umpire, and Mr. Thompson, 
of Georgetown, referee, and the time of the halves was 
set at 25 and 20 minutes. 

Belknap opened the game by kicking off to Howard, who 
ran back 20 yards. Pennsylvania now began a series of 
small gains which slowly worked the sphere along. Teas 
and Will Gardiner did most of the ground gaining and it 
began to look as if Penn would have no trouble to score, 
but on their own 20-yard line the Navy braced and stood 
Penn off for three downs. Reynolds then tried a place 
kick for goal, but it was blocked, and it was the Navy’s 
ball on their six-yard line, from which Belknap punted 
nearly half the length of field. Right here occurred the 
first of Pennsylvania’s numerous fumbles which cost her 
the game. Howard let the ball slip through his arms and 
Soulé fell upon it. Shortly after nearly the identical mis- 
play tok place and it was the Navy’s ball 10 yards from 
the goal line. The Navy was awarded five more precious 
yards on an off-side play and then Pennsy braced up and 
stopped two plays dead. On the third, however, Nichols, 
who played a brilliant game throughout, went through 
no tackle for a touchdown. Strasburger kicked a 
goal. 

Penn went at it desperately in the next few minutes 
and soon scored. Belknap attempted to punt and the ball 
was blocked by Piekarski. It rolled back of the line and 
Snook fell upon it. It was punted out but Reynolds 
missed the goal. Reynolds made a line run of 30 yards on 
a fake kick just as time was called for the half. 

The Cadets entered the second half with confidence, the 
Quakers with desperation. The Navy really had the ad- 
vantage this half owing to the visitors’ constant fumbles. 
Just before time was called, Penn made a gallant effort to 
redeem the day. ‘Teas, Gardiner and Dale, who had suc- 
ceeded Reynolds, did brave work. About a minute before 
the end, Dale tried for a goal from the field but failed. 
The next play after the punt out a quarter back kick was 
tried. Dale recovered the ball and made a good gain but 
was tackled by Smith, dashing Penn’s hopes as it was 
their last chance.

STATE TROOPS. 

Adjutant General Cole of Connecticut, in issuing orders 
directing the resumption of weekly evening drilis, says: 
“The requirements of military courtesy and discipline will 
be strictly enforced at all times. At the recent encamp- 
ment a very lax discipline was noted in a few organiza- 
tions, which cannot be tolerated. The first dutv of a 
soldier is to obey, and while it may not be practical or 
expedient to apply the remedies used in the regular serv- 


ice, the National Guard can arrive at a state of disci- 
pline second to none by having its members educated to 
such an esprit de corps and pride in their organization 
that it will result in a feeling of contention, or emulation, 
t» make said organization attain the high-water mark of 
‘excellent.’ The commandant of any organization that 
cannot enforce his own orders or the orders of his supe- 
rior officers, or an organization that has no discipline or 
respect for its officers, will be considered in a state of 
inefficiency, and recommended for disbandment. The 
National Guard is a preparatory school for the sterner 
duties of the soldier, when he is called upon to fight for 
and keep the peace, and any organization that is deficient 
in enthusiasm, drill and discipline retards its growth and 
is a stumbling block in the way of progress.”

Col. Price, of the 3d regiment of Pennsylvania, in di- 
recting the course of instruction to be followed in his 
command during the present season, among other things, 
says: “Company commanders will immediately take 
steps to see that their non-commissioned officers are thor- 
oughly instructed in their various duties, and will reduce 
such as are not competent to fill their positions credit- 
ably, advancing those who show aptitude. They will su- 





*pervise the drill of the squad and see that their men are 


thoroughly taught the School of the Soldier, in no case 
allowing an error to go unchallenged or uncorrected. Men 
who are slower in learning than others will be grouped 
in a squad by themselves under a good drill master until 
they have obtained proficiency. This applies particularly 
to men already enlisted in the regiment. By having the 
rank and file thoroughly and properly instructed in the 
School of the Soldier, much higher ratings will be ob- 
tained at our annual inspections, a higher discipline can 
be obtained, and the efficiency of the regiment greatly in- 
creased.” 

President Marsden G. Scott of Typographical Union 
No. 6 of New York, indignantly denies the stories in sev- 
eral newspapers that members of the National Guard were 
not admitted to membership in the union, and asserts the 
stories were absolutely without foundation. He says: 
“No applicant for membership in this union has ever been 
qaestioned as to his membership in the National Guard. 
The six thousand members of this union are to-day repre- 
sented in various regiments in this city and in Cuba and 
the Philippines. The union has adopted a rule remitting 
the dues of members engaged in military duty and at the 


same time continuing the benefits attached to membership 
in this organization.” 


The largest company in the 12th New York at the pres- 
ent time is Co. H, Capt. Pilot, with 101 officers and men. 
The captain is a graduate of the U. S. Naval Academy. 
The second largest company is B, Captain Burr, with 
officers and men. During the past six months the regi- 
ment shows a net loss of 26 men, occasioned by the drop- 
ping of some dead wood. The present aggregate strength 
is 843 officers and men. There is a large recruit class of 
some 50 men, and of very superior material. Al! 
through the command there is any amount of enthu- 
siasm. The date of the annual inspection has been 
changed to Dec. 9, by request of Col. Dyer. ‘he first 
regimental review will be Oct. 30, by ex-Col. Robert 

Leonard, who recently returned from the Philippines, 
where he served as lieutenant colonel of the 37th U. 8. 
Volunteers. Two other well known ex-officers of the 
12th, are also to be honored with reviews as a mark of 
appreciation for former services. These are Brigadier 
General McCoskry Butt and Col. Nelson Henry, of Gen- 
eral Roe’s staff, who is to be adjutant general from Jan. 
1 next. Of course Lieut. James Gerald Benkard of Co. 
B has qualified as a sharpshooter, but by some oversight 
his name was left out of the list. It is an unwritten jaw 
in Co. B that all the officers must qualify as sharpshoot- 
ers at Creedmoor. The company has won the prize of 
$100 offered by the State, for making the highest figure 
in the brigade in rifle shooting at Creedmoor. 

In order to increase the facilities for rifle practice in 
the armory range Colonel Morris, of the 9th New York, 
has decided to have the range open from 6 to 10 o’clock 
every night except Saturday. It is expected that the 
innovation of permitting practice before 8 P. M. will be 
attended with good results. Increased interest is to 
be taken in marksmanship this season. Captain Winter- 
roth, the enterprising Inspector of Small Arms Practice, 
has offered a cash prize to be competed for by com- 
panies, and Colonel Morris is also arranging to offer 
two prizes in the name of the regiment. Officers are 
directed by Colonel Morris to assemble for theoretical 
instruction at the armory on the second Friday evening 
in each mouth. The subjects of these instructions will 
be as follows: Embarkation, travel, disembarkation; 
camps, camp cooking, duties of staff officers; marches, 
advance guards, rear guards; outposts, reconnoissance 
and scouting; extended order, fire discipline; attack and 
defense. Company commanders are directed to assem- 
ble their non-commissioned officers at least once each 
month during the drill season for theoretical instruction. 


Col. Morris of the 9th New York, announces a pro- 
sramme of a number of interesting armory rifle competi- 
tions, to be shot during the present season. ‘These include 
the team challenge trophy for teams of 10 men, the Omni- 
bus match for individuals, and team of three match. We 
have received a complaint from a member of the regi- 
ment who asserts that he and others are denied admission 
to their company room unless the Q. M. sergeant or a 
comunissioned officer is present, and he also says that as 
these officers are only present two nights a week, the room 
is closed on all other nights. This is undoubtedly a hard- 
ship on some men who may desire to enjoy the room dur- 
ing the week. As a rule arrangements are made in other 
armories whereby men can have access to their rooms any 
time, under certain conditions. It is necessary, however, 
that care be taken to have some responsible member of the 
company present at all times when the rooms are open, 
as a safeguard to State and company property. We 
would advise the complaining men of the 9th to lay their 
vrievance before the colonel through the channels, and a 
way out of the difficulty, we feel sure, will be found. 

The T1lst New York shows a net gain in membership 
during the past six months of 36. Its present strength is 
673 officers and men. Co. D is the largest company in the 
regiment, with 86 members. 


Second Lieut. T. L. Chapman of Co. D, 23d New. York. 
has been elected Ist lieutenant. He joined the command 
in November, 1888. The review by General Oliver on 
Oct. 26, promises to be a very interesting event. 

The Third Battery of New York, Capt. Rasquin, hav- 

ing received its new armament of twelve Colt’s au- 
*tomatic guns, calibre 30, is under orders of Oct. 17, re- 
organized and placed on the footing of a battery of light 
artillery as to allowances, issues, and also, as far as its 
armament will permit, drills. 

Troop C of New York, Captain Debevoise, at its an- 
nual inspection and muster on Oct. 21, paraded 109 mem- 
bers, a percentage of attendance of 97.24. hree men 
were absent. 

Capt. H. C. Lyon of the 47th New York, was elected 
major on Oct. 21. He has been actively connected with 
the regiment since 1886, and served with the 47th Volun- 
teers during the war with Spain. 

The Sth New York, Col. Jarvis, will be reviewed at its 
armory on Thursday evening, Oct. 31. The present 
strength of the regiment is 638 officers and men, a net 
gain of 46 during the past six months. 

Mr. Harris Lindsley, who during the war with Spain 
served as a Ist lieutenant in the 6th U. 8S. Volunteers. has 
beer elected a 2d lieutenant in Company B of the 12th 
New York. Ex-Col. R. W. Leonard will review the regi- 
ment on Wednesday evening, Oct. 30. The non-commis- 
sioned officers will hold a reception at the armory on 
Thursday evening, Dec. 5, and Colonel Dyer will review 
them the same evening.

FINANCIAL AGENTS, 
Advances Made to Officers of the Army 
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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


As a result of the growing intercourse between Japan 
and the English speaking nations the Japanese govern- 
ment has ordered that English instead of French shall 
hereafter be the language of its diplomatic correspond- 
ence with other Powers. France has protested against 
the change, but has been assured that it has been made 
simply because of practical needs and not on account of 
any unkindly feeling. 

The British Admiralty has issued the “Narrative” of 
the operations during the British naval maneuvers pre- 
pared by the umpires, Vice-Admiral Sir R. Harris, lately 
in command at the Cape; Rear Admiral J. L. Hammet, 
and Rear Admiral Sir Baldwin Walker. 

The Novosti states that it is the intention of the Rus- 
sian Naval Department to lay down in the State yards 
five battleships, or large cruisers, of the same type, and of 
something more than 12,000 tons displacement, with a 
speed given as twenty knots. 

A military critic in the Viennese Journal Die Zeit 
anticipates a Russian naval attack for the capture of 
Constantinople. He thinks that people are beimer de- 
ceived by Russian activity in Northern China, and that 
the uneasiness in the Balkan peninsula and sussian 
agerness in the Black Sea presage a coming attempt to 
seize the Turkish capital by a coup de main. 

Admiral Makaroff has returned from his voyage in the 
polar seas on board the ice-breaker Yermak, which acted 
with a satisfactory degree of success against floating ice 
in all forms, but was useless against the pack-ice. As 
soon as she entered the Arctic regions it was found neces- 
sary to remove the screw carried in the bows of the ves- 
sel, as it delayed progress. Near Novaya Zemla the Yer- 
mak was held fast for more than three weeks in a sta- 
tionary iceberg. At another time she became so firmly 
fixed in the ice that in spite of the bearing weight of T0U 
tons she was lifted eighteen inches by the ice. Although 
the Yermak failed to force its passage through the Arctic 
ice, yet the scientific observations and hydrographical re- 
sults were extremely satisfactory. 

The decisions of the umpires on the claims made by 
the respective fleets engaged in the recent maneuvers of 
the British Navy fully confirm the newspaper reports at 
the time of the overwhelming victory of the X Fleet; 
in fact, no fewer than 48 vessels of B Fleet were put 
permanently out of action by the umpires on the claims 
of X Fleet ships, and several other vessels were put tem- 
porarily out of action. B Fleet made few claims, and 
most of them were disallowed by the umpires; in fact, 
only three vessels of X Fleet were put out of action, and 
these only temporarily. Finally the claim of X Fleet to 
have won the battle off the Lizard on Aug. 5 was allowed 
by the umpires. 


Two regiments of British Infantry, the Durham and 
the Worcestershire, stationed at Aldershot, engaged in a 
serious affray about a fortnight ago as the result of a 
long-standing feud, and several of the combatants re- 
ceived dangerous wounds. The Worcestershires, with 
fixed bayonets and ball cartridges, attacked the quarters 
of the Durhams, and sharp fighting followed, in the 
course of which many of the men were injured. 


The British Admiralty have obtained expressions of 
opinion from leading builders of torpedo boat destroyers 
with regard to certain contemplated changes to econo- 
mize weight and facilitate repairs on vessels of that type. 
Several destroyers are soon to be built, and it is intend- 
ed not only to give them increased size and seaworthiness, 
but also to enlarge their radius of action by providing 
for larger coal capacity even at the expense of speed. In 
something like half of the 100 of these boats which have 
heen added to the British fleet within the last three years 
the speed rate was 30 knots or over, reaching 32 in the 






Arab, in the Express, 35 8-10 in the ill-fated Cobra 
and 36 58-100 in the Viper. In the boats now in con- 
templation the maximum rate will be only 27 knots. 


There is this difference, however: The destroyers now 
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afloat are capable of maintaining their maximum speed 
for only three hours with half.a load of coal aboard, 
while the new ones are expected to maintain 27 knots for 
four hours with a full supply of coal. To obtain these ad- 
vantages weights must be rigorously economized, and pros- 
pective contractors have been asked whether the two sets 
of engines could not be built closely back to back, instead 
of separately, so that one central framing or support for 
the engines might suffice. The court of inquiry to in- 
vestigate the wrecking of the Cobra, above mentioned, 
on Sept. 18, whereby upwards of 70 lives were lost, has 
reported that the vessel simply collapsed because she 
was structurally weak, that she did not touch ground and 
that no errors were made in her navigation. ‘The pur- 
chase of the Cobra for the Government is condemned by 
the court. 

The first submarine boat built for the British Navy 
was launched at Barrow on Oct. 2. It is one of five 
which have been ordered by the Admiralty, and the con- 
struction of the vessel is treated with as much secrecy 
as possible, no announcement of the launching having 
been made to the public. A new implement of naval 
warfare, said to be more valuable than the submarine 
boat, has engaged the interest of English experts. It is 
called the “Actinaut,” and is described as “a kind of 
torpedo,” containing motive power operated and con- 
trolled in a manner analogous to the Brennan and Sims- 
Edison torpedoes. But, instead of wires being employed, 
the impulse is communicated by a system analogous to 
wireless telegraphy, and the operator may be on shore, 
on board ship, or even aloft in a balloon. The apparatus 
is small and light, and can be fixed almost everywhere. 

Only two of the nations having any commercial ma- 
rine had a lower record than the United States in the 
tennage of shipping passing through the Suez Canal for 
the year 1900. This country stood twelfth in the list, the 
record being but six-tenths of one per cent. of the ship- 
ping passing through this great waterway. Turkey and 
Belgium are the only two nations with a more meager 
showing in this connection. Japan, Italy, Spain, Den- 
mark and Norway exceeded our record. Great Britain is 
credited with 56.7 per cent., and Germany with 15 per 
cent. 

Major G. A. Wilkinson of the King’s (Liverpool) regi- 
ment, who has been promoted to that rank for service in 
South Africa, is considered one of the luckiest men in the 
British service. He is only 25 years of age and has but 
recently completed five years’ service, while there are of- 
ficers still serving as captains who are twenty years his 
senior in point of age and entered the service when he 
was a baby. Major Wilkinson distinguished himself at 
Helvetia. Being cut off from the main column, he was 
ordered by a superior officer to surrender, but he indig- 
nantly refused to do so and gallantly held out with his 
men until assistance came. 

The enthusiasm in India that attended the inception of 
the movement towards the institution of a hockey chal- 
lenge cup, open to native regimental teams, has somewhat 
waned. The eagerness to make an athlete out of the 
Sepoy is not as pronounced as it was. Perhaps the ex- 
ample of the Japanese in China is responsible for this 
change of attitude. Without any special athletic train- 
ing, as the Occidental sportsman understands the word, 
the Japs went ahead and did their military duty in a way 
to excite admiration and to invite comparisons. While 
Major General Baden-Powell has taken pains to point 
out that the superiority in discipline of the Imperial 
troops and the British-blooded Colonials in South Africa 
was due to the discipline of the games they learned in 
their youth, we find no one explaining why the Japanese 
without any athletic experience to fall back upon showed 
if not a superiority to, at least an equality with, the best 
European soldiers that surprised the most learned Conti- 
nental students of the military art. 

General Buller is the central figure in the current sen- 
sation in English politics. The British public is divided 
into two opposing camps, from one of which he is the 


object of fervent adulation and of fierce vituperation 


from the other. ‘The controversy which his operations in 
South Africa has provoked has resulted in fierce criti- 
cisms of the General because of his frank avowal that 
he advised the surrender of Ladysmith. In spite of the 
powerful social influences enlisted in his behalf, extend- 
ing even to the Court itself, the Government has been 
obliged to sacrifice him to public opinion and has re- 
leased him from the command of the First Army Corps 
to which he was recently assigned, and retired him on 
half pay.

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THE MACEDONIAN COMMITTEE. 


The case of the missionary, Miss Stone, who is re- 
ported to have fallen into the hands of Bulgarian 
brigands has directed attention to the Macedonian com- 
mittee which is agitating for the liberation of Macedonia 
from the Turkish yoke. Some of the agitators are clam- 
oring for annexation to Bulgaria and some for absolute 
independence. lt we are to believe some accounts of its 
workings this committee rivals the Turks or even the 
Filipino guerrillas in the matter of exactions. To fill its 
war chest and raise a fund for the liberation of Macedo- 
nia the committee is said to levy contributions by armed 
force wherever its organization extends. In Macedonia 
itself its tyranny is reputed to be as detested in some 
quarters as that of the Turks. In Bulgaria it exacts 
contributions from high and low and it is not an un- 
common thing to read of a wealthy merchant being mur- 
dered in the open street in broad daylight for having re- 
fused to pay his quota. Its operations are even said to 
extend to Roumania, where the assassination of several 
prominent Roumanians is laid at its door, as well as a 
conspiracy against the life of King Charles. 

The alleged complicity of the committee in these dark 
deeds led to talk of war between Bulgaria and Roumania 
and though the former massed its troops in a threatening 
way it did not dare to repress the committee or punish 
its president, ex-Lieutenant Saratoff. These exposures 
do not seem to have hurt the organization, for its rifle 
clubs are drilling throughout the country and its exac- 
tions continue, while it has openly published its plans 
for the invasion of Turkish territory next summer. The 
activity of the committee has produced a condition of 
unrest in the Balkan peninsula that is viewed with anx- 
iety by those who know how delicate is the situation on 
the Turkish frontier and fear that in a clash there will 
be struck the spark that will kindle a general European 
war.

TRICK HORSES FOR THE CAVALRY. 
One of the latest “lessons” of the Boer war is put for- 
ward in The Journal of the United Service Institution of 





India. When every other possible “lesson” applied to 
the human fighting machine seems to have been ex- 
hausted, there now comes to the front a military writer 


who turns to the horse as his theme. He holds there 


is a necessity for teacuimg troop horses to lie down and 
puts forth his ideas in the form of a prize essay in The 
Journal. ...readv o.ucial indorsement of this view seems 
to be eiven, since we learn that a new form of instruc- 
tion in this direct.on is prescribed in the new Indian na- 
tive army musketry book, and some regiments have al- 
ready tried to carry it out. Reference has repeatedly 
been made, in accounts of the war, to the fact that Boer 


horses are trained to stand still when the riders dis- 
mount; but it is to be noted that we never hear of their 
being trained to lie down. 

Where this is done in the English service the ordinary 
practice appears to be to teach them to lie down on the 
litter of the school, and a horse which has learned to lie 
down on straw will certainly refuse to do so on rough 
ground, especially with saddle and accoutrements on. 

Considering ‘that the average life of a horse on ser- 
vice in South Africa appears to have been about six 
months, after which nis place has to be filled by a more 
or less raw remount, it is surely waste of time to try to 
teach horses an accomplishment which certainly not more 
than SO per cent. will learn without much trouble, and 
the utility of which when acouired, for practical pur- 
poses, is doubtful. A correspondent writing to The Civil 
and Military Gazette of India. on this subject, patheti- 
cally said: “We have been trying this game. I saw a 
horse lie down on a road. He broke both his knees and 
his saddle and cut himself all over.”

REGARDING THE NAVY RATION. 


The Board of Naval Officers, appointed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy about a year ago to investigate the 
subject of the Navy rations, for its improvement, has 
made a most exhaustive study of the needs of the sailors 
in the way of food, and found that “evaporated cream” 
should be added to the daily allowance. The object is 
to render cocoa and oatmeal, which are now being pre- 
pared simply with hot water, more nourishing as well 
as more relishing, and to further make it possible to 
offer a larger variety of wholesome food prepared with 
this form of milk. The recommendation made by this 
commission will no doubt be acted upon by Congress, 
and if adopted credit will be due to the manufacturers

This is the way the Macabebes are said to induce a 
prisoner to talk. When they catch one of the Tagalos— 
their sworn enemies—they lay him flat on his back, and 
put a club about four feet long in his mouth.

About this time the pris- 
oner is ready to divulge any secrets that he may have 
stored away. This is called the hydraulic treatment, and 
will be seen to be far more effective than the celebrated 
third degree of the New York police. That it is valu- 
able was shown by the fact that the Macabebes would 
get guns in barrios that the Americans had searched 
carefuily. Once they secured four guns in a house not 
100 yards from an outpost in a town the Americans held.
